Extra-Curricular _ Restric- 
tions Are Effective Now, 
Dean Announces 


Rules Drawn Up To Widen 
Student Opportunities 
Of Leadership 


Extra-curricular activities regula- 
tions have been put into foree, Miss 
‘Victoria Gross, dean, announced. This 
is being done in order to give as many 
students as possible a chance to serve 
and to hold positions of leadership in 
the various clubs. 

The first regulation is that no per- 
son may be president of more than 
one organization at the same time, 
and may not be an officer in more 
than two clubs. The positions editor 
of the Legend and publisher of the 
Northerner, are similar to that of a 
presidency. For the Northerner, 
those who rank as officers are: Man- 
aging editor, editor, news editor, busi- 
ness manager, circulation manager, 
copy editor, and advertising manager; 
and for the Legend, business man- 
ager and circulation manager. Student 
managers of music and athletics, 
cheer leaders and stage managers are 
also ranked as officers. 

The president of a club must have 
passing grades in all four subjects; 
other officers must be passing in all 
subjects but one; and the nominees 
for any office must first be’ approved 
by the office before election. If a stu- 
dent is elected to more than two of- 
fices (or two presidencies), he chooses 
the office he wishes to hold that sem- 
ester. In ease of resignation, the 
vacancy will be filled by the defeated 
nominee. 

No person may have the same of- 
fice for more than a year, nor may 
any person be chairman of more than 
two committees at the same time. 
Those who have the same rank as 
chairman of a committee are: mem- 
ber of the varsity debating team, one 
having the lead in a play, and boys’ 
sports editor and make-up editor for 
the Northerner, 

No person may be in more than 
four organizations at one time, not 
counting Student Council and honor- 
ary societies. 

Conflicts occurring in any case will 
be discussed by the Leaders’ Club.

Economy Basic Aim Practiced in School Cafeteria 


No Increase 


Yet in Cafe 
Food Prices 


Director Hopes To Provide 
Meals to Students at 
Minimum Cost 





Customers May Help Main- 
tain Small Charges by 
Obeying Rules 





Food prices have been rising stead- 
ily. Correspondingly, an increase in 
prices of food in the North Side cafe- 
teria will be necessary unless students 
who eat there are careful to follow the 
rules which will lessen the need of re- 
quiring more help to be added to the 
cafeteria staff, Miss Laurinda DeVil- 
biss, head of the cafeteria, stated. 

“If students want to counteract a 
probable increase in cost of their 
meals and desire speedy service, they 
should not wait until the last minute 
to return their trays with dishes to 
the counter at the front-of the room, 
but should return them just as soon as 
they have finished with them. When 
he leaves, each student should see that 
the table at which he has eaten is com- 
pletely cleared of glasses, dishes, pa- 
pers, and any rubbish. The latter 
part of this rule applies principally to 
those who carry their own lunches. 

“In advancing to the counter, stu- 
dents should form one single line and 
refrain from pushing, running, and 
crowding. It is to the students’ own 
advantage that they allow no one to 
crowd in,” Miss DeVilbiss concluded 
the major rules. 

Student Helpers Employed 

In serving each day meals costing 
about fifteen cents each to over three 
hundred students and teachers, the 
cafeteria operates entirely on a non- 
profit basis. Each year from thirty 
to thirty-five students are employed 
one period each day to help in the 
kitchen and in serving in return for 
their meals. This accounts in part 
for the low cost of meals in the cafe- 
teria as it eliminates the need of em- 
ploying adults. However, four wom- 
en are employed by Miss DeVilbiss 
for tasks that can not be entrusted 
to students. One of these is Mrs. Jul- 

iard, general cook and assistant to 
Miss DeVilbiss, -cafeteria manager; 
another is Mrs. Downey, in charge of 
salads and sandwiches; the third is 
Miss McCullough, assistant general 
cook. 

Mrs. Wiegand serves as pastry cook. 
All pies, cakes, and some cookies sold 
in the cafeteria are baked by her. “We 
are certainly not stingy in our use of 
baking materials,” Miss DeVilbiss 
said. “Milk and no water is used in 
all our baking. Mrs. Weigand is 
quite clever in improvising little de- 
vices and decorations to make things 
sell better,” Miss DeVilbiss said. “For 
instance when we have tapioca, she 
often makes a chocolate sauce to put 
over it, or tops it with a spoonful of 
whipped cream. Then we find a ready 
sale for the article.” 

“We try to serve everyone alike; we 
do the best we can,” Miss DeVilbiss 
always tells the few students who 
sometimes complain of the size of their 
serving. “Sometimes servings do look 
bigger, but they are usually as nearly 
alike as can be expected without the 
use of machinery. However, we are 
always willing to remedy any mistakes 
we do make inadvertently.”

whenever she finds time after school 
hours and week-ends, Miss Laurinda 
DeVilbiss seeks outside recreation. 
This summer Miss DeVilbiss neglect- 
ed the large, attractive rock garden 
which she has made at her home in 
spare moments and upon which she 
has lavished much attention long 
enough to develop a deep tan by spend- 
ing four weeks living in tents on 
the LesCheaux group, a small island, 
in the straits of Mackinaw, near Lake 
Huron. 

As one might imagine, fish and fish- 
ing were the main interests of the 
party. “We caught, cooked, and ate 
fish,” Miss DeVilbiss said. The best 
results of their fishing included a ten 
and one-half pound pike and a two- 
pound perch. The five members of the 
party brought back with them one 
hundred thirty-six perch and several 
large pike and bass. 

Although Miss DeVilbiss, because of 
her work at school, is well versed in 
the culinary art, her camping trip 
gave her one new experience—she 
learned to skin fish. The skinned fish 
sometimes were cooked on the beach on 
big, flat stones and at other times in 
a stove improvised from an old Ford, 
the smokiness of which only added to 
the pungent scents of the nearby pine 
forests. Supplies were procured by 
boat from the mainland, an _ hour’s 
distance away. 

On tramps through the woods Miss 
DeVilbiss encountered beaver dams 
and also deer tracks although none 
of the party was ever fortunate 
enough to see either a beaver or deer 
in the flesh. 

The atmosphere was particularly 
congenial to fishing and other occu- 
pations, although not usually to swim- 
ming because of the low temperature 
of the water, which sometimes de- 
scended to thirty-six degrees. There 
were few bugs and snakes; deer flies, 





prices low, the cafeteria obtains some 
reduction in prices by buying large 
quantities of the commodities it uses. 
A new store room behind the stage in 
the auditorium was provided last year. 

In preparing the large amounts of 
food necessary in serving three hun- 
dred persons each day, the cafeteria 
must have efficient machinery and 
tools. One large ice refrigerator and 
an electric one, an electric cake mixer, 
potato peeler, and dishwasher, and 
two large hotel ovens. 

Losses through breakage of dishes 
are comparatively low, Miss DeVilbiss 
has found. “Since we bought the 
pretty, red-bordered ones, breakage 
has been noticeably lower,” she as- 
serts. When losses in silverware are 
evidenced, they are higher, since each 
piece costs between ten and fifteen 
cents. 

Miss DeVilbiss is optimistic about 
prospects for a good year in the cafe- 
teria. “If students will give their 
cooperation, I feel sure we will be 
able to continue to serve sensible, 
wholesome meals at the very mini- 
mum in price,” she said.

First place in the state in the four- 
to-six column division has been award- 
ed the Northerner by the judges in 
the annual Sigma Delta Chi news- 
paper contest.

A 
sitting or gum-chewing marathon? 
A knitting contest? No. Wrong ey- 
ery time. It represents the start of 
the roaring, thrilling, flashing and 
most nerve-wracking of all speed con- 
tests, the All American Soap Box 
Derby. 

By this time, most loyal Redskins 
are wondering whether this is an ad- 
vertisement of the Chevrolet or News- 
Sentinel, or else are questioning the 
right of the Northerner to consume 
space pursuing this apparently ir- 
relevant topic. However, it is not the 
custom of the Redskins to be left be- 
hind in any field or contest, and it is 
by this means that those who carried 
the North Side colors to victory dur- 
ing the last few months are brought to 
the notice of their fellow students.

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Redskins Will Battle Kentucky Champs Tonight 


Corbin High 
Victors in 46 
Of 58 Games 


Intersectional Tilt Will Be 
Played at 8 o’Clock; Visit- 
ing Fans Expected 


Opponents Made Up of Vet- 
erans; North Siders’ 
Lineup Tentative 


The North Side gridders will re- 
ceive their first real test on the grid- 
iron tonight when they tackle the vet- 
eran Corbin High eleven from the 
Blue Grass State. The game, sched- 
uled to start at 8 o’clock, will be 
played on North Side’s field under the 
floodlights. 

Corbin, under the coaching of Nick 
Denes, has won 46 of its 58 games in 
the last six years. The Redhounds 
have been Cumberland Valley cham- 
pions three times, winning another 
title last year. 

The Denesmen have been training 
at Lake James and Garrett. Their 
line averages 162 pounds and the 
backfield 160 pounds. Marion Clug- 
gish, a 204-pound, six-foot, six-inch 
end is the only Redhound who isn’t 
a veteran from last year’s squad.

To Get Funds 


I. H. S. A. A. To Share Sur- 
plus With Members in 
Good Standing 


Arthur L. Trester, commissioner of 
the Indiana High School Athletic As- 
seciation, has just announced that ap- 
proximately $40,000 will be distribu- 
ted among the members of the I. H. 
S. A. A, this year. 

The funds are the surplus in the

amount necessary for administration 
expenses and the $100,000 required by 
the organization’s constitution. 

According to the board’s ruling, the 
maximum amount apportioned toa 
school will be $48 on the basis of $8 
for each year of membership and $8 
for each year of participation as 
designated. 

Approximately $40,000 of surplus 
funds were distributed in 1932.

The 
reasons were ineligibility of athletes 
on account of grades, coaching activi- 
ties by a teacher not having license 
qualifications, and the use of undue 
influence in soliciting basketball play- 
ers.

Over Achievements in Science 


Seemingly every editorial, 


every news story on the tragic 


Rogers-Post crash was devoted mainly to Will, the Well-Beloved. 
On and on the articles went, not without some justification, & 


course, giving effusive praise to Rog- 
ers’ earthy, simple wit, to his kindli- 
ness and friendliness. Ambassador of 
good-will they called him. He was 
one of the few movie stars who did 
not squander his fortune foolishly. 
And then they praised him for ac- 
cumulating such a fortune—praised 
his talent on the screen. 

Newspaper pages for a time were 
almost glutted with last quotations 
and apt, self-disparaging witticisms of 
Will’s. Will not always humorous; 
drank only in moderation; the gum- 
chewing, rope-slinging’ newspaper 
reader, Will;—the columns of the 
newspapers are still filled with such 
phrases although the tragedy occur- 
red two weeks ago. 

In the average story of the Rogers- 
Post crack-up, as the reader nears the 
end of the story, its tone implies that 
in the midst of a wordy dissertation 
on what Rogers’ loss means to the 
world, the writer abruptly remember- 
ed that another beside Will met death 
in the Winnie-Mae. Thus, evidently, 
the writer, half-ashamed of his negli- 
gence of Wiley Post, but still with no 
little reluctance, tore himself away 
from his bewailing of Will’s irrepar- 
able loss to the world as America’s 
foremost humorist both in his writing 
and on the screen. 

With weeping eyes and a pen fairly 
dripping long, eloquent phrases, out 
of a sense of duty, the average writer 
turned and devoted the last scanty 
paragraphs of his article to Wiley 
Post. 


The writer’s pen having run dry of 
obsequious, effusive phrases, Wiley’s 
portion is conspicuous not only be- 
cause of its brevity but because of its 
similarity to a simple news story 
holding steadfastly to bare facts. This 
in contrast to the feature style article 
devoted to Will, an embellished de- 
luge of superlatives romanticizing the 
death of a man who was much like 
Lincoln, no doubt it has occurred to 
the newspaper writer in his avidity 
for good reading material for his hero- 
worshipping, sob-sister-enamored pub- 
lic; romanticizing the death of a man 
who, if half what they say is true, 
would have hated all this fuss. 

All this and much more for Will, 
but not an article on Post’s remark- 
able achievements in aviation, now one 
of the most important branches of 
practical science; no mention of Post’s 
two trips around the globe, his flights 
into the stratosphere, the many costly 
experiments upon which he lavished 
his own time and personal means. In 
the magazine and rotogravure sec- 
tions the same situation was found. 

Plenty of space both in writing and 
in photograph for the glamour and 
romance of the details of the career 
of a movie star; only the barest men- 
tion, given grudgingly, of hard, con- 
crete reality and material achieve- 
ments of America’s foremost man in 
the field of aviation, which though 
comparatively new, shall exert the 
profoundest influence over the lives 
of coming generations. 

Post is not unwept, unhonored, and 
unsung. Almost, we think, would he 
prefer that ignominious fate to the 
one that is his: wept, honored, and 
sung only because the nation was 
pricked by its conscience; wept, honor- 
ed, and sung only through a sense of 
duty.

The water in the pool is circulating 
constantly, and tests are made fre- 
quently of the water, and as soon as a 
defect is known the pool is emptied, 
cleaned, and refilled. 

Good care is also taken with the 
football field. It is built to drain 
properly, so that when it rains, the 
water runs to the sides and the field 
dries quickly. The janitors mow the 
grass frequently and in the spring re- 
plant grass in the bare spots. 

We have two gymnasiums, one for 
the boys and one for the girls. The 
boys’ gym, where the games are held, 
has a seating capacity of approxi- 
mately thirty-five hundred. The jan- 
itors paint the lines on the floor every 
year. To keep the floor from being 
scratched, Coach Nulf gives any boy 
detention whom he finds walking on 
the floor in his street shoes. Boys have 
their gymnasium classes here. 

Both the boys’ and the girls’ gym- 
nasiums have large shower rooms, the 
boys also having a separate shower 
room for our team and one for the 
visiting team when we play games. 

The track situated in the athletic 
field is a large one. One complete lap 
is 440 yards. We have hurdles, high 
jumping stands, and the like in the 
track equipment. Track managers line 
the field for every meet. Our athletic 
field has floodlights and therefore we 
have night football games and track 
meets. We are also the only school 
in the city to possess floodlights.

International Award For 
Third Consecutive 
Time

cellent by Judges 





For the third consecutive time, the 
Northerner has been awarded Inter- 
national Honor Rating for high 
school papers by Quill and Scroll, 
honorary society for high school jour- 
nalists. This honor is the highest 
given by the society. Rating 925 out 
of a possible 1,000 points, the paper 
gained the most points it ever re- 
ceived in the three years of the 
awards’ existence. 

Judges for the contest stated that 
the news writing of the paper was 
excellent, and that there was thor- 
ough coverage of all news. The paper 
was credited with a “nice variety of 
features, treated originally and inter- 
estingly,” and with “well written edi- 
torials.” 

Edward Nell, executive secretary 
of Quill and Scroll, said, “The Inter- 
national Honor rating is a highly coy- 
eted one, granted only for superior 
achievement in the field of high school 
journalism.” 

Perfect scores were won on variety 
of interests recognized, newsiness of 
the make-up, and proportion of stu- 
dents engaged in journalism.

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Publications Mogul Began 
Life Work With $17,000,000 


The greatest newspaper syndicate 
in the United States is owned and con- 
trolled by one man. It is composed of 
twenty-five daily papers and has a 
total circulation of more than four 
and one-half million, in addition to the 
circulation of non-Hearst papers 
throughout the country which sub- 
scribe to his International News Serv- 
ice and take “Today,” a column writ- 
ten by his subordinate, Arthur Bris- 
bane. One-ninth of the total newspa- 
per circulation in this country is con- 
trolled directly by William Randolph 
Hearst. However, managing this huge 
syndicate is only one of his many and 
varied activities. He owns magazines, 
radio stations, movie companies, news- 
reels, and many other concerns. 


William Randolph Hearst was born 
in San Francisco in 1863, the son of 
U. S. Senator George Heart. He at- 
tended Harvard University, where he 
became greatly interested in the lives 
of Thomas Jefferson and Andrew 
Jackson. While Hearst was still young 
his father died, leaving him a San 
Francisco newspaper and seventeen 
million dollars, starting him on his 
long and eventful career. 

In 1895, after an epic battle with 
Pulitzer, following his entrance in the 
New York newspaper field, he won 
success in that field. 

That same year the Cuban Revolu- 
tion broke out, and Hearst wildly 
drummed up war sentiment for the 
Cubans. With blaring headlines and 
sensational stories, he fanned public 
opinion into fierce emotional heat. 

Two years later, he began using a 
new type of journalism, filling his pa- 
pers with large photographs and head- 
lines, coarse stories, and sex and crime 
stories. 

The war finally broke out in 1898, 
after the Maine was sunk, an occur- 
rence given much publicity by Hearst. 

He then had the cheek to offer a 
ship to the navy if he could go as 
captain, and being refused, chartered 
his own fleet. He actually appeared 
under fire at El Caney with a “straw 
hat with a bright ribbon on his head, 
a revolver at his belt, and a pencil and 
notebook in his hand.” The high point 
came, however, when he sent an order 
to his European representative to sink 
a block ship in the Suez Canal to pre- 
vent the passage of the Spanish fleet. 

Hay, the Secretary of State, made 
a treaty with England in 1900 which 
would have forbidden us to fortify the 
Panama Canal, A barrage of patri- 
otic rage stirred up by Hearst over- 
whelmed the unhappy secretary. The 
treaty collapsed. 

Hearst strongly opposed McKinley 
in the election of 1900. The terrible 
climax came after McKinley was elec- 
ted and Hearst’s New York Morning 








Journal conveyed the warning that the 
bullet of a Kentucky assassin was 
“speeding here, to stretch McKinley 








on his bier.” 

Six months later McKinley was 
killed. The people, shocked by the 
tragedy, turned upon Hearst as an 
object for their revenge. “It was 
doubtful,” says a biographer of Mr. 
Hearst, “if any American ever faced 
a wilder storm of abuse.” Throughout 
the nation, he was burned in effigy. 


After the McKinley storm subsided, 
Hearst, not yet out of his thirties, 
turned his ambitions to politics. He 
allied with Tammany and obtained a 
seat in Congress. 


His next serious effort was for 
nothing less than the Democratic pres- 
idential nomination in 1904. He con- 
verted his newspapers and their staffs 
into a political machine. He was not 
nominated, but was a close runner-up. 


In 1905, he ran for mayor of New 
York City, independent of Tammany, 
and was defeated. 

He re-allied with Tammany in 1906 
and entered into a whirlwind cam- 
paign for the governorship of New 
York State. He denounced bossism, 
corruption, and corporations, although 
he was said to be connected with all 
of these. It looked so much that he 
would be elected, that Elihu Root was 
sent in by the opposing party to re- 
vive the McKinley assassination scan- 
dal. Hearst was defeated. 


‘Three years later, he ran for mayor 
of New York and was defeated again. 
Later, after realizing he could not 
elect himself, he succeeded in electing 
Mr. Hylan, his puppet candidate for 
mayor, 


In 1912, he again thought of the 
Democratic presidential nomination, 
but turned his efforts to defeating 
Wilson, nearly doing it. 

When the World War broke out, he 
continued his policy of extreme na- 
tionalism, as he had for twenty years. 
Bitterly hating England, he then was 
thought by the people to be pro-Ger- 
man, and again a terrific storm of 
public protest broke upon him. It be- 
came almost a crime in some communi- 
ties to buy a Hearst paper. He was 
about to be destroyed by the monster 
of patriotism he helped to build. 

However, he stopped just in time 
and, doubling in his tracks, began sup- 
porting the war. His circulation re- 
turned and he was safe for a while. 

In 1919, Al Smith sought to remove 
Hearst from New York politics, and 
though not successful, he was later. 
This didn’t bother Hearst much, be- 
cause by then he no longer cared. 

The terms of a secret sea power 
pact between France and England 
were obtained and published by 
Hearst’s Universal News Service in 
1929. Later on, he was not allowed 
to enter France because of this. It 
provoked him to write one of the most 
slashing, sardonic arraignments of a 
nation ever written,

Below is an ‘excerpt from “The 
Guide,” official handbook of North 
Side High School, explaining the way 
in which class officers are elected: 

“Class officers are elected annual- 
ly. The method of choosing for the 
three upper classes is this. In the 
home rooms each voter will vote for 
four candidates in the primary elec- 
tion, arranging the names in order 
of his preference; then a committee 
of the faculty and students checks 
over the nominees and determines 
whether or not they are eligible for 
the offices. The six candidates receiv- 
ing the highest number of votes will 
be balloted on in the general election. 
The one receiving the most points, ac- 
cording to the preference, will be de- 
clared elected president, the one re- 
ceiving the second highest number 
will be declared elected vice-president, 
and the one receiving the third high- 
est will be declared elected secretary- 
treasurer. The one receiving the 
fourth highest number will be chair- 
man of the social council. The officers 
will hold office for the ensuing year, 
This type of election enables every 
student to vote.” 

The freshman class officers are se- 
lected in a different manner. Two 
candidates are selected by each home 
room. These need not necessarily be 
from home rooms; that is, the home 
room may select as candidates any 
two members of the freshman class. 
The four candidates receiving the 
highest number of votes in the second 
election will be declared elected.

Coach Herman Byers has always

Rog Poorman, ever playing heads-up 
ball, is to start along with Joe Shumm 
our scoring ace, at the halfbacks’ post.

KNOWS ONE WHO ENDURED 
THE FLORIDA HURRICANES 


Again it is our privilege to be ac- 
quainted with someone who has done 
or seen something interesting. This 
time it deals with the recent disaster 
in Florida. 


The letter we received from our 
friends down there in Florida where 
“the sun shines all year ‘round” was 
dated September 9, 1935, and was 
written from Homestead (a small 
town about twenty miles south of Mi- 
ami, the nearest one to the Keys), by 
the mother of the family. 


She states that the delay in knowl- 
edge of the hurricane was due to cer- 
tain laws governing the broadcasting 
of reports before going through def- 
inite channels. If this had not been 
the immediate condition, many lives 
could have been saved.

It Was The Asking 
Of Questions By A Beggar 


That Brought Us A Heritage 


Beneath the shaded porticos of the temples of 
the acropolis and the roof of the market in the 
Athens of about 410 B. C., there strolled aim- 
lessly and in a very self-contained manner an 
elderly man with an ungainly figure clad in a 
soiled and rumpled tunic. And this beggar was 
continually and invariably asking questions, not 
ordinary questions but questions at first seem- 
ing senseless that later caused people to think, 
and speculate, and (most of all) to doubt. This 
man was always followed by young students, the 
idle dreamers of the day but a great part of the 
“glory that was Greece.” This man was So- 
crates, one of the most influential thinkers this 
world has ever known. He was first to sound 
the depths of philosophy. Plato, Socrates’ dis- 
covery, interpreted and elaborated on the So- 
cratic method; we have carried on Plato’s work. 
But thus far Time has not found a successor to 
this system. 

The products of the fertile mind of Socrates 
have invaded the thought of twenty-three cen- 
turies. What greater influence could a mortal 
exert? He was one of the early founders of the 
very knowledge we claim today. He found for 
us part of what we know. Our debt to him ig in- 
caleuable, 





“All that day we kept going down 
town to get the latest reports on the 
fore-coming storm. Finally news be- 
came so serious that they sent a train 
to Metacombe Key, to rescue the war 
veterans in camp there. They had to 
back the train all the way to Meta- 
combe, (about 8 miles) because there 
was no place to turn it around down 
there, and because they wanted the 
use of the headlights coming back.

The crew finally 
picked up some of the veterans, but 
at 10 p. m. the tidal wave hit the 
train enroute home! The cars were 
washed several hundred feet off the 
track....none were killed. 


Didn’t blow so hard here in Home- 
stead....only overturned a few trees 
and other small objects... .lights out 
-...Wires down. 


“Next morning news began to trick- 
le through that the entire island pop- 
ulace had been drowned—this sent an- 
other crew immediately to the scene, 
but they couldn’t get across Snake 
Creek, which separated the two strips 
of land, because the current was too 
strong. Many tried to swim it. 
failed. Finally a Homestead boy, 
David Barnes, we think we should 
mention his name, for he ought to get 
a medal for his brave deed, who pos- 
sessed only one hand, took his out- 
board motorboat and rescued a hun- 
dred some people that one night— 
twenty-four hours after the hurricane 
hit. 

“Our local hospital, school, and the 
church are full of refugees. A col- 
lege chum of Earle’s (her son) was 
one of the injured from shock; couldn’t 
speak, just stared. 

“One hears stories that make your 
hair stand on end. A certain woman 
nearly drowned, but when she came to, 
she discovered that her baby had been 
washed from her arms. The tidal 
wave must have been twenty feet high 
at the least, because when daylight 
came, men, clothing, timber and rub- 
bish were found high in trees! Well, 
the lights are again working, but are 
pretty shaky....and so are we.” 

All this columnist can say as a clos- 
ing note is that he feels awfully sorry 
for the student that hitch-hiked to 
Florida a few weeks ago, so as to miss 
the opening of school!

Auburn Foes 


Red Devils Led By Meyers 
Expected To Present 
Tough Battle 
Tonight 


Invading Team Has Won, 
Lost One Game; Has Five 
Veterans Back 





Tonight the North Side gridiron 
will be illuminated for the invasion 
of Auburn’s Red Devils. At 8 o'clock 
the Nulfmen will begin to repulse the 
attacks of the Crimson and Black 
eleven. 

From a school whose enrollment 
totals 392, Coach Cecil Young will 
bring a squad of 48 men and two yell 
leaders to vie with the Redskin forces. 
This contest will be North Side’s first 
N. E. I. C. tilt. In two starts this 
year, Auburn lost to Decatur, 13 to 6, 
and won from Columbia City, 31 to 8. 

Team Mostly Seniors 

Coach C. E. Young, who coaches 
football, basketball, and track, has 
been in the mentorship role for thir- 
teen years, completing his twelfth this 
year at Auburn. He is a graduate of 
DePauw University, where he parti- 
cipated in the three major sports. Don 
Coar, a graduate of Indiana Univer- 
sity, has been assisting Zeke in his 
duties for the past eight years. 

The Red Devils are well acquainted 
with night football, and are expected 
to give the boys a good battle. The 
squad is made up of mostly seniors, 
who were on the second string last 
year. Five varsity men are back this 
year, but the mainstays are Myers, 
Rodecap, and Burns. 

Burns, Rodecap, Tough 

Jesse Myers, 192-pound fullback, is 
the main reason for Auburn’s success- 
ful debut. He is a ten-second man, 
and a triple threat to any team. Burns 
is a junior weighing 156 pounds, and 
along with Rodecap, 161-pound senior, 
is plenty tough. The other eight boys 
who are slated to start are: Graham, 
172 pounds; Hess, 175; Lalbert, 162; 
Mavis, 152; D. Myers, 150; Williams, 
145; Hines, 153; Stebing, 155. About 
100 fans are expected to accompany 
the Red Devils to Fort Wayne. 

The Redskin lineup has not yet 
been decided upon, but it is very 
probable that the line will again be 
altered. Shilts and Fahling are the 
logical choices for the wings, Good- 
man and West may start at the tackle 
positions, with Golden and Bojinoff 
holding down the guard posts. Miller 
is the likely man for the center of 
wall. 

In the backfield, don Lieberum, our 
star punter, will again be at the quar- 
terback post. Rog Poorman will 
carry on at left halfback, with Joe 
Shumm taking care of right half. 
Forrie Cronkhite will probably be 
right in there in the fullback position.

There lived in England between the 
years of 1561 and 1626 an eminent 
jurist and philosopher whose life 
might well form a text in adversity, 
a study in craftiness, and a guide to 
greatness. This man was Sir Francis 
Bacon (Lord Verulam and Viscount 
St. Alban). 





Bacon was a supreme essayist, and 
the small volume of his sixty essays 
still retains a place among the stand- 
ard classics. The Essays or as they 
are more fully entitled, Essays: or 
Counsels, Civil and Moral, were (quite 
characteristically) well thought of by 
the author. In his magniloquent style 
Bacon said of them: “These are the 
meditations of Francis of Verulam, 
which that posterity should be aware 
of, he deemed for their benefit.” 


In Essay V Bacon writes: 

Certainly virtue is life’s preci- 

ous odors, most fragrant when 
they are incensed or crushed; for 
Prosperity doth best discover vice, 
but Adversity doth best discover 
virtue. 
This he wrote as he was beginning 
his ascent in governmental offices, and 
little did he think that he would be 
presented by Destiny with a distinct 
opportunity to find his virtues in the 
clutch of Adversity. 





Our government with its radical 
changes might well pause today to lis- 
ten to Bacon’s theory as he presented 
it in Essay XXIV, Of Innovations. 
The essence of it follows: 

It were good, therefore, that 
men in their innovations would 
follow the example of time itself, 
which indeed innovateth greatly, 
but quietly, and by degrees scarce 
to be perceived. It is good also 
not to try experiments in states, 
except the necessity be urgent or 
the utilty evident; and well to be 
aware that it be the reformation 
that draweth on the change, and 
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From a Biographer’s Note Book 





Bacon was quite given to a broad 
display of pomp and ceremony, even at 
times when his purse did not warrant 
unnecessary expenditures. But, in 
keeping with his multiple natures, he 
tells us in Essay XXIV concerning ex- 
pense: 

Ordinary expense ought to be 
limited by a man’s estate, and 
governed with such regard as it 
be within his compass. 

However, seeking to justify himself, 
he writes: 

-.--voluntary undoing may be 
as well for a man’s country as for 
the kingdom of heaven. 


One of the most unusual trials of 
history centered about Francis Bacon 
when, as a counsel of the crown, he 
condemned his loyal friend and bene- 
factor, the Earl of Essex, arraigned 
for some act of treason, with most 
venomous speeches. Macaulay, in his 
essay on Bacon, presses the case 
against him vigorously for such un- 
necessary display. 





The Parliamentary session of Janu- 
ary, 1621, started an investigation of 
recent corruption in the courts of jus- 
tice which soon centered the accusation 
about the Lord Chancellor, Francis 
Bacon. At first he regarded the evi- 
dence lightly and attempted to clear 
himself, but finally was forced to plead 
guilty. His written confession is as 
eloquent as any of his works and well 
worth reading. The remainder of his 
life was unproductive and uninterest- 
ing. 

Tt has been said of James I, who 
committed numerous follies, and was 
a contemporary of Bacon, that he was 
no fool and that “If fate had made 
him a college professor instead of a 
king, he would, most likely, have come 
down to after times as a very wise 
and learned man.” 

The same might have been said of 
Bacon, if he had remained wholly a

Scholarships Are Open 





Oberlin College has extended an 
invitation to all juniors and seniors to 
attend its annual. high school day, 
which will be held at Oberlin College, 
October 19. All of the faculty and 
students are welcome to come by spe- 
cial invitation since they did not at- 
tend High School Day last year. 

Oberlin College offers fifteen $250 
scholarships, and the Oberlin Conser- 
vatory will give four $350 scholar- 
ships.

Requirements Stated 

Winners and alternates for the $250 
scholarships will be chosen from those 
placing among the top 25 percent in 
competitive examinations in the fol- 
lowing subjects: English, composition 
and literature, three or three and one- 
half years of high school study and 
recommendation, French two or three 
years, and recommendation. 

German, two or three years and

The rampaging Central Tigers from 
the downtown school will enter the 
North Side stadium tonight at ap- 
proximately 8 o'clock in an effort to 
add the Redskins to their rapidly in- 
creasing list of victims.

Opening their campaign for the 
city championship Friday night, the 
North Side Redskins swept through 
a stubborn squad of C. C. footballers, 
to win by a score of 28 to 6.

Shumm was also 
qredited with two more touch- 
downs, knifing off-tackle for one 
in the second period, and scoring 
his third in the third quarter.

North Side’s fourth and final touch- 
down was scored by Bob Holman, 
after a fourth period march down the 
field.

Classes 





The swimming classes this year are 
proving to be quite an exciting ad- 
venture. The classes are divided into 
four sections: The White Caps, Blue 
Caps, Red Caps, and Green Caps. 
Each division has special requirements 
to fulfill. 

The Green Caps must learn to duck 
under water with their eyes open; 
they must learn the jelly-fish float 
so that they may be able to float 
across the pool. They are compelled 
to float on their faces, known to us 
as the dead man’s float. To com- 
plete their requirements they are to 
flutter kick across the pool. 

The Red Caps must accomplish the 
dead man’s float with double arm, 
the block float with rising, the ele- 
mental back stroke, bobbing in shal- 
low water, and elementary front 
crawl (head in or out.) 

For the Blue Caps, Miss Schwehn 
has instructed them to complete 
the back float with flutter kick, the 
back float with double arm, the scis- 
sors float across the tank, and side 
stroke. They are to be able to tread 
water for one minute, float one min- 
ute, going in at the deep end and 
swim sixty feet, and last of all, take 
a head-first dive. 

The White Caps are the most ac- 
complished swimmers. They are to 
swim in good form, swim side stroke 
and elementary back and the six best 
crawl. They must swim ten lengths 
not using more than two strokes. 
They also are compelled to be able 
to dive straight front in a racing 
start, and to surface dive in ei,ht 
feet of water recovering an object 
three times. 

Miss Schwehn hopes to enlarge the 
number of good, fast swimmers this 
year by her new plan.

Scoring ninety-four of a possible one 
hundred points, the 1935 Legend re- 
ceived the Medalist Award, the high- 
est rating possible, in a contest spons- 
ored by the Columbia Scholastic Press 
Association of Columbia University. 

The judges commented on the score 
sheet that the yearbook gave a su- 
perior cross-section of the school. They 
also stated that the theme was carried 
out throughout the entire book very 
well, that the editorial theme helped 
to unify the book, and that the theme 
was well related to both the school and 
the community. Other statements were 
that the summaries and_ statistics 
made a complete story and were pleas- 
ingly arranged, that originality was 
very thoroughly evident, that the copy 
tended to make for coherence between 
and among sections, that the copy was 
“written in an interesting and lively 
manner,” that the faculty section was 
well developed, that the copy was terse 
and impartial, and that only a little 
of the photography was weak. 

Leo Stillpass edited the 1935 Legend 
and Miss Rowena Harvey was the 
faculty adviser. 

The South Side High School Totem 
was awarded the same honor in the 
1500-2500 enrollment classification, re- 
ceiving a score of 92.

Exhibition of a spirit of true neutrality will 
do much to keep matters on that basis. And be 
assured that the policy of keeping matters just 
that way is an extremely desirable one.

From a Notebook 


At Amsterdam about the year 1650, 
an eighteen year old youth of Jewish 
parentage who was receiving careful 
rabbinical training began to hold he- 
terodox opinions. He was constantly 
being summoned before a Rabbinical 
Council which reprimanded him more 
severely at each new outburst. Fin- 
ally he failed to appear before the 
-| Council and the anathema maranatha 
was pronounced upon him, excom- 
municating him from the Jewish 
Church. This man was not condemn- 
ing the Jewish Religion, but wanted 
only the right to think and to ask 
questions. He was Baruch Spinoza, 
who became one of the most eminent 
philosophers of the world. 





Benedictus (as he Latinized the 
name Baruch) Spinoza began his stu- 
dies in philosophy while still at the 
synagogue. Among the first schools 
of thought he investigated was that 
of the Scholastics, and it was from 
them that he took his terminology and 
ideas of exposition by geometrical 
methods of axioms, definitions, prop- 
ositions, and corollaries. 





A very strong influence in the early 
thought of Spinoza was the teaching 
of that romantic Italian rebel with the 
fiery mind, Bruno (1548-1600), who 
swung from creed to creed with the 
same abandon with which he wandered 
over Europe. Bruno’s philosophy was 
unique in its day and shall ever re- 
main interesting. To him, “mind and 
matter are one; every particle of real- 
ity is composed inseparably of the phy- 
sical and the psychical.” 





Then, too, Spinoza was impressed 
by the propositions of Descartes 
(1596-1650), the French philosopher 
whose basic axiom was that the mind 
knows itself more directly and im- 
mediately than it can ever know any 
thing else; thus the primary state- 
ment became Cognito, ergo sum (1 
think, therefore I am.) 

Spinoza carried this philosophy far 
beyond the end of Descartes’ work. 





When Spinoza was excommuincated, 
he was thrown into absolute isolation, 
pitilessly alone. Having lost his faith, 
his people, and even the association 
with his own family, the solitude to 
which he was subjected was exceeding- 
ly bitter. Here is the answer to his 
occasional acrid pronouncements upon 
the Keepers of the Law, then recog- 
nized as the true philosophers and in- 
terpreters for the Jewish Church. 








After having been attacked by a 
student who wished to demonstrate the 
strength of his theology, the saddened 
Spinoza went to live in a quiet attic 
in Amsterdam, but later moved to 
Rhynsburg, near Leyden, with his 
Mennonite landlord. He made his 
meagre living by grinding optical len- 
ses, which, though of good workman- 
ship, were too few to bring much in 
profit. Wisdom and its pursuits were 
far more fascinating than the earning 
of money, especially beyond the needs 
for bare existence. 





During this period, Spinoza dressed 
shabbily and was quite untidy. But 
these were the days of his highest 
thinking, and there was little time for 
worldy things. One day a councillor 
of state went to see him. Finding the 
philosopher in a very disorderly and 
slovenly morning-gown, the councillor 
reproached him and offered him anoth- 
er. His reply was characteristic. “A 
man was never better for having a 
fine gown. It is unreasonable to wrap 
up things of little or no value in a 
precious cover.” 





Spinoza was not a voluminous writ- 
er. He put forth several very pro- 
found treatises, The Principles of the 
Cartesian Philosophy and A Treatise 
on Religion and the State, during his 
lifetime; all of his other outsanding 
works, such as Ethics and Treatise on 
the Rainbow, were found and publish- 
ed after his death. Immediately after 
the publication of the Treatise on Re- 
ligion and the State, it was placed up- 
on the Index Expurgatorius, the list 
of contraband writings. The circula- 
tion of the book then spread like wild- 
fire under misleading covers and title 
pages. 


Having come from consumptive par- 
entage, it was not unusual that Spin- 
oza should contract the disease after 
his confinement in the dusty attics in 
which he lived. Realizing that the end 
was near, he placed his manuscripts 
to be published in a writing desk and 
gave the key to the printer. This was 
in the early part of 1677, and he died 
on February 20, at the age of forty- 
four. 

Will Durant writes of Spinoza:

An All-American honor rating of 
superior was awarded the 1935 Legend 
by the National Scholastic Press As- 
sociation.

Famous Journalist To Be at 


Franklin; Is on U. S. 
Lecture Tour 


Mr. Leland Stowe, one of Ameri- 
ea’s ace reporters in foreign fields, 
will be at Franklin, Indiana, on Octo- 
ber 17, to speak before the I. H. S. P. 
A. 

Mr. Stowe has been abroad for nine 
years doing journalistic work. He is 
among the youngest of the group of 
important newspaper men of Europe 
and is widely known as the most bril- 
liant of the foreign correspondents. 

He has covered practically every big 
European story in the past nine years. 
Approximately ten new governments 
in France, the Kellogg-Briand Peace 
Pact, and the Lindberg flight are just 
a few of the international headlights 
he has reported. 

Laden with facts, fears, and rum- 
ors, Mr. Stowe has returned to the 
United States for his second Ameri- 
can lecture tour, Among the big met- 
ropolitan areas where he is addressing 
large audiences are New York, Chi- 
cago, St. Louis, Detroit, and Cleve- 
land.

Cooperative Spirit In Labor 





Emphasizing the need of an increased spirit of co-operation 
between capital and labor, Miss Frances Perkins, United States 
Secretary of Labor, addressed an audience Tuesday night at the 


Shrine auditorium on the subject: 4 
Modern Consideration of Labor Proh- 
lems. Miss Perkins was brought here 
under the auspices of Psi Iota Xi, na- 
tional sorority. Miss Victoria Gross 
and Miss Hilda Schwehn were in 
charge of the hall for the lecture. 

Mr. Merton G. Kimes, head of the 
North Side social science department, 
considered the talk “a masterly ad- 
dress, especially commendable because 
of its freedom from partisan politics.” 

“Miss Perkins’ talk displayed a rich 
background and breadth and depth 
of experience,” Mr. Kimes_ stated, 
“Setting for a plea for the unfortun- 
ate and jobless today and for a friend- 
ly attitude in the settlement of labor 
differences, her timely, unbiased lec- 
ture embodied a very fine interpreta- 
tion of present day conditions and the 
need of labor reform,” he said. 

Democracy Expanding 

Again and again Miss Perkins re- 
iterated the sentiment that the fund- 
amental requirement of democracy is 
participation of all its subjects and 
their mutual co-operation. “Democracy 
is expanding; it is always an unfin- 
ished enterprise and one which can 
be added to. To retain a successful 
democracy we must learn to live to- 
gether like brothers. We must use 
persuasion, not force.” 


Rather startling her audience with 
a new aspect, Miss Perkins denied the 
melodramatic, exaggerated stories of 
strikes which today’s press invariably 
presents. She denied a generally ac- 
cepted belief that an insoluble rela- 
tionship exists between the worker and 
his employer.” Lots of mutuality and 
co-operation are present today in the 
field of labor,” she asserted, predicting 
a still greater development of this 
amicable feeling.

Reforms Instituted 


Fulfilling the reliance of its people, 
the American government has insti- 
tuted a number of valuable measures 
to reform abuses in industry.

“If we can accomplish an improve- 
ment in relationship between capital 
and labor, if we can maintain security 
and can build a higher wage level, 
then we will have achieved the most 
important purposes of labor today, as 
I see them,” Miss Perkins concluded.

Able to draw the sharpest criticism 
of literary magazines at the slight age 
of twenty-three; hailed a first-rank 
English poet by twenty-five; and— 
died in his twenty-sixth year. The life 
of John Keats is a story of genius, of 
such nature that its own fires un- 
wittingly destroyed its dwelling, when 
the ailing poet in the midst of his 
dreams forgot to tend to his bodily 
health. His greatness in one sense is 
appalling. That before most men’s 
minds have sobered from the rampage 
of youth, he had written scores of lines 
which took their place among those 
judged the most perfect in the English 
language. 





John Keats was born at Moorsfield, 
London, in 1795. He was sent to 
school at Enfield when quite young, 
and in 1810 was apprenticed to a sur- 
geon in Edmonton. One day, when 
Keats should have been listening to a 
surgical lecture, “there came,” he says,

Hazlitt, Godwin, and Shelly. Now en- 
couraged by the press of his friends, 
Keats put forth a volume of Poems in 
1817 and a second Endymion, a poet- 
ical Romance, in the year following. 

Of this first, which is not so well 
known as the others, the Encyclopedia 
Britannic says: 

“In his first book there was little 
foretaste of anything greatly or 
even genuinely good; but between 
the marshy and sandy flats of 
sterile or futile verse there were 
undoubtedly some few purple 
patches of floral promise. The | 
stvle is frequently detestable—a 
mixture of sham Spenserian and 
mock Wordsworthian, alternately 
florid and arid.” 

Endymion was very severely criti- 
cized in Blackwood and the Quarterly 
Review, two prominent literary maga- 
zines of the day. The future appar- 
ently held slight promise for Keats, 
even with the beauties of his classic 
fantasies. 





Fortunately for the English lan- 
guage, Keats became suddenly ma- 
ture, the boyish sentimentality had 
disappeared, superfluous adornment 
vanished. His third volume, entitled 
Lamia, Isabella, The Eve of St. Agnes, 
Hyperion, and Other Poems (1820), 
is the one which contains the verse 
which merits his place in the first 
rank of British poets. 

He endowed nature with the charms 
of Circe. His delicacy of description 
fills such lines as these from the Ode 
to a Nightingale: 

“The coming musk-rose full of 








sonnets in that paper. Subsequently 
he became acquainted with Haydon, 


dewey wine, 
The murmurous haunt of flies on 


istry? 
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summer eves.” 

And in the same poem we find ser- 
iousness uttered in most gentle 
strains: 

“Darkling I listen; and, for many 

a time 

I have been half in love with ease- 

ful Death, 

Call’d him soft names in many a 

mused rime, 

To take into the air my quiet 

breath,” 


Keats did not always write with 
such a delicate and gentle pen. In 
Hyperion, an epic revolving about 
powerful God and Titans, he carries 
throughout a stately and majestic air. 
The first lines follow: 

“Deep in the shady sadness of a 

vale 

Far sunken from the healthy 

breath of morn, 

Sat gray-hair’d Saturn, quiet as 

a stone, 

Still as the silence round about 

his lair.” 





In 1820 Keats was advised to go to 
Italy for his health which was failing 
because of a lung disease. He linger- 
ed for a while in Naples and then in 
Rome, where he died, February 23, 
1821. He lies buried in the Protestant 
Cemetery in Rome under the stone 
bearing his own inscription, “Here lies 
one whose name was writ in water.” 





To this writer John Keats is re- 
membered outstandingly as the author 
of the most magnificent and powerful

Born comedians are the people who come into a newspaper 
office and ask if they can be a columnist. Now if they had asked 
if they “might” be a columnist it would have been different; but 


the manner in which the proposition 
is offered infers that the speaker does 
not know whether or not she (we take 
it that a girl is applying) has the 
ability to perform this lowly task. 
In answer to the “Can I be a column- 
ist?” question, the reply is always 
the affirmative. 

There are, of course, requirements 
for this occupation but brains are not 
on this list. The “scandal monger” 
(pet name for columnists) must be 
able to hear and write English and 
find “dope” on boys that have been 
speaking to girls. Of the three, the 
first is probably the most important 
because there is always column ma- 
terial in any kind of a conversation. 
Romances are next important because 
it always “burns” people up to see 
their name in the majority of the col- 
umns and this is the easiest way to 
rate a “write up.” Ability to write 
English is of minor importance be- 
cause slang phrases can be used with 
the addition of quotation marks and 
rank among the outstanding literary 
contributions of the year. 


Choose Title Carefully 

Choosing an appropriate title is an- 
other problem. If one’s writing prow- 
ess is on a par with Gertrude Stein’s, 
“Who Cares” is a very excellent 
choice. With a little practice, the 
writer of such a column ought to be 
able to write the things that people 
read between the lines of choice bits 
of news. For people who are perfect, 
and have the ability to cite the faults 
of the less fortunate, “‘Observations of 
a Flag Pole Sitter” by L. V. B. is an 
excellent opportunity to take every- 
one “down a peg or two.” “Profiles” 
or “Descriptions of My Friends” is 
another of the many ways to gain a 
reputation, but so much for titles. 
After the reader has read past the 
title (a very rare occurrence) some- 
thing should be in the body of said 
space-filler. Subtitles can be used very 
effectively, but they can also be worn 
out and lose their appeal. “Subs” such 
as “Cracks that shouldn’t be made” 
is one way of introducing a paragraph 
that will make people sit up and take 
notice. ‘Thumbnail Descriptions” dis- 
play one’s powers of telling briefly 
the faults of the one under the horrible 
scope. 

Music Popular Topic 

In order to give the appearance of 


a real column, music should be dis- 
cussed, The column can always gain 





as being very much “okay” thereby 
winning the support of those people 
who have their favorite song men- 
tioned. They naturally think that the 
writer of the column is indeed a bril- 
liant person if he should see the fine 
points of a common song. 

With all this information absorbed 
we suppose that many readers are 
enthusiastic over the prospects of be- 
ing a columnist, but may we add that 
membership to the Northerner is very 
exclusive (Ya’ missed us, you big 
dope!).

At the last convention of the Na- 
tional Congress of Parents and Teach- 
ers, Miss Bess Goodykoontz, assistant 
United States Commissioner of Edu- 
cation, named some of the things that 
a good Parent-Teachers’ Association 
does. Some of these are: 

1, Combines services of principal, 
teachers, and parents in planning and 
direction of its program. 

2. Has definite stated objectives 
toward which it works in harmony 
with purposes of ;the organization 
clearly understood by school officials 
as well as by parents. 

3. Places responsibility for leader- 
ship, for organizing and conducting 
groups upon parents. 

4, Has active co-operation of prin- 
‘ipal and faculty in developing ob- 
jectives, plans, and programs. 

5. Maintains membership fairly 
representative of student body to 
which it is related. 

6. Arranges programs of meetings 
to include a minimum of business 
transactions and entertainment and a 
maximum of educational features. 

7. Differentiates its program of 
service and meetings from those of 
the lower school to, meet problems 
of the high school pupil. 

8. Avails itself of help that can 
be obtained from materials issued by 
state and national organizations and 
by various institutions. 

9. Informs itself of conditions of 
the school and of school finances and 
stands ready to protect the school’s 
interests. 

10. Maintains student-aid projects 
suitable to specific needs of students. 

11. Provides for participation of 
parents and faculty upon its executive 
committee and for retention of sea- 
soned, able workers in some capacity, 
although officers may change every 
two years. 

12. Studies needs of the school as 
well as of home and community and 
selects projects to meet needs.

Don blocks 
in the line on all fullback plays and 
does nothing but block on offense.

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High Schools’ 
Chief Concern 
Is Democracy 


North Side’s Student Coun- 
cil Is Central Organ Of 
Government In 
School 


Public Schools Aid in Mak- 
ing Pupils Public-Minded 
Citizens 


Self-government should be the 
chief concern of school. About ten 
years ago the National Self-Govern- 














ment Committee, seeking information 
in every state of the United States, 
had upon their lists only 200 schools 
where student co-operation was praz- 
ticed. Today, it has about 3,000 high 
school principals from every state 
carrying forward this method of 
character training for citizenship. 

Assuming an average of 330 stud- 
ents in each school, this shows that a 
million children are receiving a new 
point of view toward democracy. The 
greatest aim of the secondary school 
is to create a situation in the school 
which resembles the condition of 
political life in the world. 

Develops Social Effect 

There should be a central organ of 
government whose members are 
elected by fellow students. In North 
Side, this organization is the Student 
Council. Through the Student Coun- 
cil the faculty, principal, and students 
may discuss mutual problems, and 
members of the faculty have an in- 
strument with which to implant 
methods of handling school affairs. 

The Student Council should create 
school spirit and stimulate loyalty 
and fellowship among the students. 
It builds up a standard of conduct 
by ostracising certain practices. This 
has a tremendous effect in develop- 
ing social effect. The school must 
do everything possible to make fu- 
ture citizens public minded. 

Among the many kinds of school 
government are direct representative 
form, senate plan, city government 
type, extra-class activity, and home 
room, assembly-council plan, and na- 
tional (Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives.) . 

There are four essentials which 
make the Student Council successful: 
The principal must be in sympathy 
with the idea; the faculty must give 
constructive co-operation and criti- 
cism; the adviser chosen by the prin- 
cipal should give all of his time to 
this work; and under a good princi- 
pal, there is such a liberal atmosphere 
in school that a demand for student 
government should come ‘from stud- 
ents and should be carried out by 
them properly guided and supervised. 

Criticisms Unfair 

Some opponents of this idea object 
that student government organiza- 
tion have a bad influence, that the 
effect is to play up the student who 
loves the limelight to the distraction 
and handicap of the serious minded 
students who really wish to study. 

This criticism comes from those 
who regard the purpose of school as 
scholarship, and who have forgotten 
that the community is taxed not for 
scholarship, but according to the 
plans of Washington, Franklin and 
Jefferson, who blazed the trail 150 
years ago for a democracy to be 
founded on a new kind of universal 
education, that is, public schools to 
preserve the Republic. 

In each school a special department 
of service in citizenship with one 
teacher giving full time should be had. 
Each pupil should feel that “this is 
our school, and we're doing it,” so 
that later they may feel this is our 
democracy and we’re doing it.”

“Flying the Lindbergh Trail,” a 
motion picture, was attended by the 
Redskin Hi-Y Club last week. The 
picture was sponsored by the Fort 
Wayne Aero Club, They were shown 
at the Chamber of Commerce. 

As has been the custom in the past, 
the Redskin Hi-Y has paid their state, 
national and international affiliation

“In my position as Mayor I am 
called upon to endorse officially many 
worthy projects, but I recognize none 
as more important or essential than 
education. National Educational Week 
is more than ordinarily significant be- 
cause it calls attention to the Amer- 
ican system of making education avail- 
able to all, which has been largely 
responsible for our country’s success. 

“Education is particularly impor- 
tant to us, for the success of our rep- 
resentative system of government is 
dependent upon an enlightened public 
opinion. Boys and girls in our schools 
learn about their local, state and na- 
tional governments. In acquiring this 
knowledge they learn to take an active 
interest in their government and to 
speak about it. 

“This is all important, for expres- 
sion leads to active participation. So 
long as our schools are successful in 
teaching the essentials of good citizen- 
ship, we need have no fear concerning 
the continuance of the principles upon 
which.the Constitution of the United 
States was founded.

The ever prevalent need for education in our lives is always 
playing a more important part in everyone’s life. We could preach 


a sermon to you, but it wouldn’t 


be sufficient to make you realize 


the importance of finishing high school. 


Too many of thehigh school stud- 
ents have made the sad mistake of 
quitting school. There should be 
something done to impress the need 
of education on students. We shall 
try in these ensuing paragraphs to 
make this impression upon you, al- 
though how small-it may be, it will 
help you. 

First, let us start by figuring out 
aow many of the high school students 
start but do not finish high school. 
Let us take our own school for an 
example. This last year alone, we 
had 258 that graduated from a class 
of 378. This is approximately two- 
thirds of the class. This is on an 
average somewhat better than most 
high schools over the country. The 
average for high. schools all over the 
United States is from 18,000,000 en- 
rolled students only 10,000,000 gradu- 
ate. 

There is a distinct advantage in 
zraduation. After you have gradu- 
ated and are applying for a job, the 
first thing that is asked of you is, 
‘Did you graduate from high school? 
And how were your grades?” It is 
found that the boy or girl who gradu- 
ates has a far greater chance than 
the one who doesn’t, as may be seen 
by the following quotations. It was 
found by a recent investigation that 
three-fourths of the unemployed did 
not graduate from high school. These 
are not even equipped to take a re- 
sponsible position. Anyone who fin- 
ishes high school is equipped to take 
most any kind of a position. 

Several former North Side pupils 
say they are really sorry they quit 
high school and some are coming 
back. We hope with these state- 








ments have helped to impress upon 
you the importance of finishing your 
education. B

Means Less Crime 


Most Crimes Are Committed 


Between Ages Of Eigh- 
teen And Twenty-One 





The relation of education to crime 
is a point that is widely discussed. 
Criminals are normal people who 

ave been warped by early environ- 
ment. It is evident that any person 
who has had an education is better 
fitted to fix himself in some kind of 
honest business than one who has not 
had an education. 


The average age of criminals is 18 
years. Most crimes are committed 
by youths between 16 and 24 years. 

The cause for children’s being un- 
educated at the present time is caused 
mainly by disrupted homes. 

Out of 1,000 juvenile arrests made 
in New York, one-fourth percent had 
left school while in the sixth grade, 
one-fifth percent were in their nor- 
mal grades, and one-seventeenth per- 
cent had entered high school. Sev- 
enty-five percent of these were 
school truants, and 10 percent had 
misbehaved in school. 

This proves the fact that, though 
students object to attending school, 
fewer in later life turn out to be 
criminals if they attend school while 
in their youth.

Friendship Talk 


Alberto Chacon Says Closer 
Relations Should Exist 
Between Countries 





For the purpose of encouraging 
nore friendly relations between the 
eople of Mexico and the United 
States, Mr. Alberto Chacon spoke to 
everal of the social science classes 
Nednesday, November 13. Mr. Cha- 
‘on is now studying at Indiana Tech- 
iical College in Fort Wayne. He is 
1 native of San Antonio, Texas, and 
s a member of the Spanish Hidalgovs 
and the League of Latin American 
Citizens. 

Speaking to the social science 
slasses, Mr. Chacon gave a short his- 
tory of Mexico and the part Mexi- 
zans had in forming our own United 


States. He said that the Mexicans 
believe that there should be a 
stronger relationship between the 


United States and Mexico and that 
she League of Latin American Citi- 
zens is working toward that goal. 

“By mutual agreement benefits 
can be had. The relationship has im- 
proved greatly in the last two years,” 
said Mr. Chacon. 

In regard to the country itself, Mr. 
Chacon said that Mexico, especially 
in the interior, is unsurpassingly 
beautiful, that the climate is warm 
and pleasant, and the low, stuccoed 
Spanish architecture is very pleas- 
ing. 

During the last several years, there 
has been a stabilization of the Mexi- 
can government and the Mexican 
people are now improving conditions. 
They are raising the wages and the 
living conditions of the lower class 
workers, improving their educational 
system and the agricultural activities.

For the purpose of making the most 
of leisure time while its participants 
are still young enough to take leisure 
at its own gain and not on crutches, 
extra curricular activities have been 
inaugurated—a total of twenty clubs.

For those students who have talent 
in playing musical instruments, the 
band and orchestra offers much in 
the way of experience. 

In the line of journalism the North- 
erner and Legend offer excellent op- 
portunities for newspaper work— 
writing, make-up, and general man- 
agement is received by over one hun- 
dred students. Virginia Blakley is the 
publisher of the school paper, and 
Helen Meier edits the Legend, the 
yearbook published by the senior class. 
Miss Rowena Harvey advises both 
publications. 

Leisure time is satisfactorily used 
by the development of physical prow- 
ess. Football, basketball, and track 
are the three major sports of North 
Side. Eighty boys went out for foot- 
ball, one hundred twenty-five for bas- 
ketball, and approximately seventy- 
five for track. Minor sports are golf, 
swimming, and cross country. Home 
room basketball and interclass track 
are exciting intra-school activities. 

For the girls, North Side offers bas- 
ketball, baseball, volleyball, ping pong, 
tennis, swimming, golf, kickball, ten- 
nequoits, and hiking.

A well co-ordinated and delicately- 
adjusted school program, arranged by 
the superintendent of schools, Merle 
J. Abbett, and properly attended to 
and carried out by five persons of 
Fort Wayne, is responsible for the 
well running mechanism of the school 
and its possibility of continuing as 
such. This board, officially called the 
Board of School Trustees, 1s appoint- 
ed by the mayor of Fort Wayne and 
serve for a period of four years. 

The members of the school board at 
the present time are all well-known 
and prominent people both in business 
and chosen professions. They are 
Mrs. David Vesey, Judge David E. 
Smith, Dr. Victor Hilgeman, William 
McKay, and Ben F. Geyer, the presi- 
dent. The meet the first and third 
Tuesday of the month at_7:15 o’clock 
in the School Administration building. 
Their work is the general but com- 
plete business of running the school. 

Superintendent Arranges Program 

A program arranged by the super- 
intendent is gone over by the board, 
They approve all bills, approve all 
pay rolls, approve all contracts with 
teachers, and provide for building and 
repairing of the public school build- 
ings; in general, then, to see that the 
school business is properly and 
smoothly run. 

The different members of the school 
board agree in most things about 
which they were questioned, at least 
in general opinions. Mr. Ben Geyer, 
the president of the board, enjoys his 
duties and finds them interesting 
enough to attend every meeting. He 
has no children in school, but he, him- 
self, taught school in 101, 1902, and 
later in 1906-1907. 

Geyer Expresses Opinion 

He takes an interest in child prob- 
lems that may arise during the course 
of a school year, and seems to sympa- 
thize with them quite freely. How- 
ever, being president, his interest lies 
mainly in the business of running the 
schools. The following statement ex- 
presses his earnest opinion: 

“The depression affected the opera- 
tions of the school exactly as it af- 
fected other operations. There was 
less money for operations and that 
put more work on the teachers. The 
teachers, however, very willingly ac- 
cepted the additional work. As to Na- 
tional Education Week, any activity 
in school work that brings to people 
generally a better knowledge of school 
work is helpful to the entire school 
system. National Education Week is 
a very commendable thing.” 

Mrs. Vesey Enjoys Duties 

Mrs. David Vesey, the only woman 
on the school board, also enjoys her 
duties on the school board, but is 
sometimes slightly overwhelmed by 
the responsibilities of her position. She 
has missed only twice in a year of 
board meetings. She declares that she 
has enlarged and broadened out in 
knowledge of school intricacies, but 
still believes she is only on the sur- 
face. 

“Merle Abbett is probably the best 
source of information on it,” is her 
comment. She taught in high school 
for two years and now has three chil- 
dren in school. “The thing that has 
impressed me most is that all our 
school children of today, in spite of 
the near $1,000,000 cut in budget from 
more prosperous days, have not been 
deprived of a single educational ad- 
vantage. This is probably due to ex- 
cellent administration and loyalty of 
school employees,” is her final state- 
ment. 

Hilgeman and Smith Agree 

Dr. Victor Hilgeman thinks his 
duties are very interesting but would 
not like to be a teacher. He prefers 
his job as a dentist, He finds study

of child problems necessary but has 
stuck mainly to business in running 
the schools. He thinks, “There is a 
great deal of improvement in run- 
ning schools. The system and method 
of teaching is improving and begins 
to show directly on the school child.” 

Judge David E. Smith also finds his 
duties very interesting and sees no 
reason to skip meetings unless for a 
very definite, urgent reason. Being a 
lawyer, and interested more in sta- 
tistics, he has chosen the business of 
running the school for a deeper study 
but he does like children. In 1888-89 
he taught school in a country school 
and now has two daughters teaching. 
His comment follows: “We've had to 
economize in every department to 
meet the present times, but we’ve got- 
ten along very well and I stll approve 
of my duties.” 

McKay Is Pleased 

The remaining board member is 
William T. McKay. He is in the 
wholesale grocery business, but, nev- 
ertheless, finds school zusiness inter- 
esting. He has kept in pace with the 
local situation and is interested in 
school budgeting. However, he thinks 
he could hardly qualify for a teaching 
position and will stick to groceries. 
He has two girls in Central High 
School and is quite in the midst of 
many school scenes. 

His statement is: “From my ex- 
perience as a member of the School 
Board, I think Fort Wayne is for- 
tunate in its course of administration. 
I am well pleased with the success of 
my children in college, which I think 
proves its proficiency.”

Successful Hope Of Keeping

Period Is Nearly Attained 
When Most Citizens May 
Have H. S. Benefit 


“The School and Democracy,” the 
theme for American Education Week 
of 1935, is to be considered especially 
timely because of its emphasis upon 
the fundamental purpose of our coun- 
try as implied in the words “the 
school,” and “democracy.” 

This year, in particular, during try- 
ing times of international warfare and 
strife, is anything connected with the 
independent ideals of a nation, or, for 
that matter, anything which strives 
to emphasize the desirability of pre- 
serving a country’s democracy, partic- 
ularly appropriate. 

Democracy Is Fundamental 


But not only does democracy per- 
tain to nations, states, and city gov- 
ernments. The schools, North Side 
High School, for example, depend on 
democracy for some of their funda- 
mental teachings. Democracy, applied 
to nations, stands for the brother- 
hood of man and the determination 
.o work out an order in which the 
people themselves shall control the 
conditions under which they work and 
live. Democracy then, as applied to 
North Side, should imply the rela- 
tionship of the student body, its plans 
for a better school city, and its de- 
termination to help the faculty en- 
foree the rules and regulations of a 
superior group. 

The pursuit of democracy, whether 
it be in a government or a school, 
is a daring and difficult goal. The 
wonder is that with centuries of des- 
potism and special privilege among 
nations woven into men’s lives, our 
forefathers should have had _ the 
courage to try a new form of govern- 
ment. Since the public school is a di- 
rect outgrowth of a democratic gov- 
ernment, however, there is nothing 
surprising about a liberal, democratic 
educational system; such as the one 
in which North Side is proud to claim 
itself a part. 

The men who founded this nation’s 
government and who played such an 
important part in the inauguration 
of democratic schools must have 
known that the battle to elevate hu- 
man rights was hardly begun. They 
must have known that greed and lust 
for power would take advantage of 
the weaknesses of man. And yet 
they had such faith in the rightness 
of the common man that they laid 
the groundwork for a democratic 
government and civilization 

Time has proved their wisdom. By 
building a government upon the idea 
of the golden rule, they realized im- 
mense new forces in the lives of the 
people. Each new gain awakened the 
aspination of multitudes. Greatest 
of all aspirations has been the desire 
for education; until elementary 
schooling has become universal, and 
secondary schools enroll seven out of 
ten of high school age. 

We are now at the great turning 
point in our American government. 
Until now the mass of the future 
population has been educated upon 
an elementary-school level with rel- 
atively little attention to the prob- 
lems of government and the social and 
economic life. We are rapidly en- 
tering a period when the masses of 
voters will have a high school educa- 
tion or more. Twelve million young 
people have come of voting age since 
1929. Almost one million of these are 
college graduates; at least half are 
high school graduates. We are at 
the point where the balance of power 
rests in the hands of more broadly 
educated people. 

Youth Is Nation’s Hope 

These young people, of whom North 
Side’s student body is representative, 
are coming onto the scene at a time 
when democracy throughout the 
world is fighting for its very life. In 
the United States, there is no pro- 
gram before the country with any 








Prospects of early adoption which 
Would restore to the entire people 
their economic security, personal 


rights, political liberties, and repre- 
Sentative institutions. 

Democracy, as instituted by our 
forefathers, therefore, will be com- 
Pelled to survive periods of argumen- 
tation on standards of exchange, in- 
terstate business regulations, concen- 
tration of power, idea-spreading ma- 
chinery in the hands of monopolies, 
and corporate control of industry. All 
of these conditions, in some manners, 
will tend to affect the student body of 
the schools.

Some people say that government 
costs are too high and that the people 
would all be ruined if the government 
tried to run things. They argue that 
taxes are already too high in propor- 
tion to what is received from the gov- 
ernment. 

Yet if these same people would stop 
to think how much it would cost them 
if they had to hire policemen to pro- 
tect their homes, companies to pave 
and keep clean the streets, and a serv- 
ice to collect their garbage, or if they 
had to maintain by themselves the 
schools, hospitals, playgrounds, and 
parks, they would see how erroneous 
their reasoning had been. 

The picture above shows two bills. 
One is for services provided by the 
government, while the other is from 
four private companies. Suppose that 
a certain man in New York pays a 
total of $365 per year for taxes, in- 
cluding federal, state, and local taxes 


on income on property. This makes 
an average of a dollar a day; this 
same amount is spent by the same 
man merely for electricity, gas, tele- 
phone services, and gasoline for his 
automobile. Thus he gets much more 
for his money from the government 
than from private concerns. 
Waste Means Failure 

Naturally government expenses 
have been much higher since the de- 
pression, because the government has 
had to help the banks, railroads, in- 
surance companies, farmers, building 
and loan associations, mortgage com- 
panies, business men, and home own- 
ers, as well as the unemployed of the 
country. Of course, much money was 
needed to help all these people, but 
they had to be helped by the govern- 
ment since it was the only agency that 
could do it. 

Service should be the purpose of 
economic activity instead of profit, 





therefore, the work of a thing should 
not be measured in terms of whether 
it can be sold. Wealth includes a num- 
ber of things—factories, motors, nat- 
ural resources, raw materials, inven- 
tions, railroads, trained minds, artis- 
tic ability, libraries, and theatres— 
in fact everything that can be used to 
make life happier, more interesting, 
and more comfortable. The only real 
test of economic activity lies in the 
proper use and distribution of wealth. 
The waste or neglect of any part of 
this wealth means great inefficiency 
and tragic failure. 
Useful Men Unempleyed 

During the past five years an av- 
erage of ten million men, who might 
have been employed in a hundred dif- 
ferent ways to improve living condi- 
tions, have been unemployed. During 
these same years factories have been 
shut down, resulting in the non-pro- 
duction of goods and services worth 
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287 billion dollars, thus making the 
country that much poorer. Services 


}and plant capacity are wasted when 
|men are unemployed and factories are 


idle, not producing needed goods. 

This waste was not due to the in- 
efficiency of the government, but to the 
inefficiency of a system of private in- 
dustry that is organized for personal 
profit and not for service. Private 
industry is the victim of its own 
methods. In order to profit, it reduces 
the costs by hiring fewer men and 
paying less wages; while all this time 
industry can survive only if these peo- 
ple have the means to buy the goods 
that are produced. 

Hence it is necessary for some 
agency chiefly concerned with the so- 
cial good to take charge of those 
fields of activity essential in provid- 
ing men and women with the neces- 
sary things of life. The only such 
agency is the government.

Through their daily con- 
tacts in school and with community 
life they can prepare themselves to 
be intelligent and efficient in later 
life when they will be required to as- 
sume the responsibilities of the gov- 
ernment. 

A young citizen has many oppor- 
tunities to become acquainted with his 
community, state, and nation and 
learn facts that will enable him to 
form intelligent opinions on public 
problems. Many young people have 
the opinion that there is no need to 
take an interest in political, social, or 
economic questions until they are old 
enough to vote. 


Opportunities Always Present 


Year after year during political 
campaigns, opportunities arise for dis- 
cussing and developing opinions and 
ideas on political, social, and economic 
questions and issues and in this way 
broaden his knowledge. Then when 
the student comes of age to vote, it 
is very likely that his vote will be cast 
more intelligently than if he had tak- 
en no interest in public questions and 
issues. 

A young citizen of a democracy can 
actually render service that will be 
valuable to his community. During 
the days of one’s school life many op- 
portunities are offered for active par- 
ticipation in community movements.

It is the duty of a young citizen to 
give his country, which has done so 
much for him, his loyal and enthusias- 
tie support. We have every reason to 
feel that in our country, in spite of its 
mistakes and misunderstandings, we 
have enjoyed a freedom and security 
unsurpassed by any nation. 

Fascism, Nationalism, Socialism, 
and Sovietism are trying to make 
themselves permanent in the countries 
in which they are now in vogue by 
building up societies of young people 
and cultivating in them a devotion 
to their theories. 

Our schools today can make build- 
ers of democracy, citizens who are 
loyal to democracy not because they 
are told to be but because it offers 
them freedom and opportunity to 
make the best of themselves.

States Vary In 
Supporting Schools 


Number Of School Districts 
In States Vary; Many 
Tutors Poorly Paid 





In 1938-34, the average salary for 
the teachers and school officials in 
Mississippi was $406. There were 
84,000 teachers throughout the United 
States who taught for less than $450 
a year, 

Maryland, with a land area of about 
10,000 square miles, has only twenty- 
four school districts, vhile Connec- 
ticut with half of Maryland’s area, 
has eseven times as many school units. 
Utah, with 82,000 square miles of ter- 
ritory, operates only forty school tax 
units; its neighbor, Wyoming, with 
but little more area, has ten times as 
many school districts. Louisiana has 
only sixty-six school districts, Arkan- 
sas and Oklahoma, less than fifty per- 
cent larger in area, have respectively, 
forty-nine and seventy-five times as 
many school districts as Louisiana. 

The total estimated wealth of the 
United States was in 1930 about $325,- 
000,000,000. Nearly forty percent of 
this amount was claimed by five states. 
In 1930 six states paid three-fifths of 
the federal income tax. 

It is highly significant of conditions 
as a whole that in Chicago the school 
budget for 1933 was cut approximate- 
ly thirty-five percent, while the aver- 
age reduction in municipal expendi- 
tures was 10.3 percent. In other 
words, our public school system of 
which we have so often and so loudly 
boasted is suffering considerably more 
as a result of the economic crisis than 
are communities in general.—Editor- 
ial in “Nation,” April 18, 1934.

Modern High School Affords

The modern trend is constantly to 
preach “democracy, co-operative dem- 
ocracy.” Frances Perkins, Secretary 
of Labor, believes we need co-opera- 
tion above all; in fact, people in every 
walk of life are shouting something 
to this effect. 

What does it all mean? Are we 
actually preserving this much-clam- 
ored-for democracy? What part may 
students in school play in this preser- 
vation? 

Students May Help 
Briefly, we may say that all of this 
clamor concerns giving people a part 
in determining the character of their 
own lives. We are obviously becoming 
more and more democratic in our 
homes and in the schools; on the oth- 
er hand, our large-scale industries 
have been growing and serving as 
thwarting forces to democracy. 
Student action may help matters out 
a great deal. Working at social and 
economic problems in school and seek- 
ing to understand them will help stu- 
dents to find solutions to problems. 
Habits and attitudes which we form 
now will undoubtedly follow us 
throughout our entire lives; naturally 
then, it is advisable for students to 
begin developing an understanding 
and a sense of responsibility. One 
must start out with a definite idea as 
to what kind of a civilization he wants, 
and then the building of it will be 
much easier. 





Schools Develop Citizenship 

The modern high school affords such 
vast opportunities for the student in 
its social studies that there is every 
reason for true citizenship being de- 
veloped. In the school itself, students 
have grand opportunities of asserting 
leadership and responsibility, which 
training is valuable for personal 
growth. The whole point is that the 
students, through such experience, 
may very soon be able to bring new 
energy and integrity into the pro- 
cesses of democracy. Even in the 
school, student leaders may forcefully 
influence the ideals of the student 
body; co-operative democracy may be 
maintained within this body in this 
way. We need to do all we can to fur- 
ther the movement for student govern- 
ment, thus laying the foundation for 
personal and civic responsibility. The 
clamor concerned with “giving people 
a part in determining the character 
of their own lives” will then no longer 
be heard.

Other Nations Have Pri- 
mary Institutions Which 
Correspond To Our 
High Schools 


Marked Difference In Ideas 
Of Education In Other 
Countries 





School education in the United 
States seems more useful than in 
foreign countries. Because the com- 
pulsory age limit is higher students 
of the United States have a better 
chance to prepare for life as useful 
citizens in a democracy. 

Some foreign countries have in- 
fant schools for children from the 
age of two years to six years. Then 
come the primary schools. For stud- 
ents who wish to attend universities 
there are preparatory schools or 
secondary schools in which foreign 
languages and vocational subjects are 
taught. These correspond to our high 
schools, 

Some of the foreign countries and 
their laws or regulations are as fol- 
lows: 

France: The opportunity for free 
elementary schools; absence of re- 
ligious instruction in public schools; 
required instruction in morals; com- 
pletely organized system of normal 
schools; recognition of teaching as a 
state service; subnormal schools for 
backward children; compulsory ages, 
six to 13. 

England: Abolition of fees for ele- 
mentary instruction and provision for 
free tuition; right of denomina- 
tional schools to participate in local 
tax funds; organization of central 
board of education; school affairs in 
hands of “county councils.”

The progress of the organic sciences 
has known no greater stimulant than 
the teachings of an English biologist 
who lived between the years of 1825 
and 1895. This man was Thomas 
Henry Huxley, the seventh son of 
Thomas George Huxley, a_ school- 
master in Ealing which is a suburb 
of London. 





Huxley received his early schooling 
at the common grammar school, where 
the boys were very much forced to 
take care of themselves, and “bully- 
ing was the least of the ill practices 
current” among them. Here the 
teachers were never liked or respect- 
ed by the students, which created a 
severe obstacle in the launching of 
this great mind. The only teacher of 
whom Huxley spoke with pleasure was 
a certain Wharton Jones, lecturer on 





From a Biographer’s Notebook----By William Benninghoff | 


“Notwithstanding the fact that 
natural science has been my prop- 
er business, I am afraid there is 
very little of the genuine natural- 
ist in me. I never collected any- 
thing, and species work was al- 
ways a burden to me. What I 
eared for was the architectural 
and engineering part of the busi- 
ness — the working out of the 
wonderful unity of plan in the 
thousands and thousands of di- 
verse living constructions and the 
modifications of similar apparat- 
uses to serve diverse ends.” 





After passing the examinations for 
the degree of M. B. at the University 
of London, he entered the naval ser- 
vice. In 1847 he was appointed As- 
sistant-Surgeon to H. M. S. Rattle- 
snake, and it was aboard this ship 





physiology in the Charing Cross 
School of Medicine. He says of this 
man: 


“The extent and precision of his 
knowledge impressed me greatly, 
and the severe exactness of his 
method of lecturing was quite to 
my heart. I do not know that I 
have ever felt so much respect 
for anybody before or since.” 

In Huxley’s later years are found 
distinct likenesses to this man whom 
he admired in youth. 


As a boy Huxley’s ambition was 
solely to become a mechanical engin- 
eer, but fortunately early associations 
induced him to study medicine. Seek- 
ing justification for his love of phy- 
siology, he called it the “mechanical 
engineering of living machines.” He 
explained his scientific purusits in 
this manner: 


during the ensuing three years in 





Australian waters that he began to 
gain prominence as a marine biolo- 
gist. By the time that he returned to 
England his achievements in biology 
had become widely recognized. In 
1851 he was elected a Fellow of the 
Royal Society, receiving one of the 
Royal medals next year. 





In 1858 Thomas Huxley was ap- 
pointed Groonian Lecturer to the Roy- 
al Society. He chose for his subject 
the “Theory of the Vertebrave Skull” 
and charted a wholly new field in this 
discourse. But the criticism on the 
speech first presented consisted of such 
phrases as “ungraceful stoop,” “awk- 
wardness in use of hands,” “mumbl- 
ing of words,” or “dropping words 
down the shirt front.” 

It is then interesting to note com- 








mentaries on his address delivered 
some years later at the auditorium of 
the Royal Institution in Albermarle 
Street which was a discourse entitled 
“The Coming Age of Darwinism.’ 
His delivery was compared with that 
of some of the greatest orators in 
Parliament, and his subject matter 
and its simplicity of phrasing held 
every listener in perfect attention, 








Huxley’s house was in Marlborough 
Place, St. John’s Wood, London. The 
structure was of moderate size, well, 
but plainly furnished. It was his de- 
light to have at least weekly a dinner 
in the evening followed by a reception. 
There were frequently sixteen to 
eighteen guests. The most frequent 
guests perhaps were Mr. and Mrs. 
Tyndall; and, a bit less frequently, 
Mr. Herbert Spenser. Many of these 
evenings were given to scientific and 
philosophical discussion. 





Thomas H. Huxley’s life purpose is 
probably one of the most noble ever 
conceived and thoroughly executed. It 
can best be stated in his own words. 

“The objects which I have ever 
had in view have been to promote 
the increase of natural knowl- 
edge, and to forward the appli- 
cation of scientific methods of in- 
vestigation to all the problems of 
life to the best of my ability, in 
the conviction... .that there is no 
alleviation for the sufferings of 
mankind except veracity of action 
and thought, and the resolute fac- 
ing of the world as it is, when the

Coach Murray Mendenhall took his 
proteges, the fighting Central Tigers, 
from the city of Fort Wayne last 
Thursday morning, and escorted them 
into Bosse, Evansville, to participate 
in a mythical state championship 
game with Memorial High of Evans- 
ville, last Friday evening.

James Walley Is Named 
To Act As Chair- 
man Of Safety 
Committee 





Students Asked To Comply 
With And Respect Reg- 
ulations Made 





In cooperation with the Fort Wayne 
Police Department, the Student Coun- 
cil has planned an extensive program 
in recognition of National Safety 
Week. At the last meeting of the 
Student Council representatives dis- 
cussed the element of safety in North 
Side. James Walley was named 
chairman of the Safety Committee. 
North Side has had very few accidents 
of a serious nature; however, when 
North Side was first opened there was 
an automobile accident which took the 
lives of two North Siders. As a result 
of this, rigid rules and regulations 
were made, and are to be obeyed and 
yespected by the students of North 
Side. 

Many students drive cars to school. 
These students must remember the 
state law and also reputations at 
North Side. The state law provides 
that no person, under the age of 
16 shall drive an automobile, unless 
accompanied by a parent or older per- 
son, who shall be responsible in case 
of an accident. Drivers must also have 
a driver’s license which is obtained 
from the license bureau in Fort 
Wayne. There is a heavy penalty for 
not having a driver’s license, so stu- 
dents who do not already have them, 
are urged to attend to this. Drivers 
must also have on file at North Side, 
a driver’s permit. Persons who ride 
with student drivers must have a per- 
mit on file. The penalty for disobey- 
ing these regulations is suspension 
from school. 

Students who ride bicycles to school 
are also urged to be most cautious 
in going home and returning to school. 
Students are asked to dismount at 
least 60 feet from the entrance to 
the bieyele room, keep to the right, 
obey orders, and respect the other fel- 
low’s rights. 

The rules and regulations on safety 
are for the student’s own protection 
and should be respected and obeyed 
by the students. Only when the stu- 
dents realize this, will North Side be 
entirely safe for all.

NOTES ON THE LATEST 
IN EDUCATION 


Two weeks ago we celebrater Na- 
tional Education Week. Since then we 
have heard many inquire, “What on 
earth were we celebrating, a sort of 
thanksgiving for modern education?” 
To a large extent this answer was cor- 
rect—and that brought us to the fact 
that perhaps we would better appre- 
ciate our modern advantages in school- 
ing if this writer collected his notes 
on the subject of what other up-to-date 
schools are doing throughout the coun- 
try. So here goes! 





From a district school in Michigan 
comes the interesting report that 
Henry Ford is financing a new experi- 
ment whereby he hopes to make an 
outstanding individual of each pupil. 
If this plan proves successful, and it 
does seem very likely to, children from 
the third grade up will be offered an 
almost entirely elective course. This 
allows each student to select the kind 
of work in which he is the most inter- 
ested, and, as a result, there will be no 
“talentless” pupil. 





In still other schools it will be ob- 
served that the use of hieroglyphies 
(picture writing if you recall your 
ancient history) has returned in a new 
form, namely, that of making a more 
striking graph on practically any con- 
ceivable subject. Experiment has 
shown that this type of graph is more 
easily remembered than the old, famil- 
iar curve or bar chart. Half a dozen 
men are regularly employed in WPA 
offices to make these picture charts of 
social and economic facts, which will 
be used in the public schools and by 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture.

Sheet Metal Shop Proves 
Its Worth In Many Ways 


It seems that students are industriously involved in changing 
hammers against steel and metal and hunks of untempered steel 





in Mr. Schellschmidt’s work shop. Mr. Schellschmidt, our very 
capable director of the sheet metal shop, is directing the boys how 


to use the machines in the shop he 
supervises. The class he put as an 
example for this article was his 10B 
class, which is progressing rapidly in 
the shop. 

The boys in the forging division are 
learning to temper, harden, and forge 
the raw steel. From these tempered 
pieces of steel they are making forg- 
ing tools, chisels, and other useful im- 
plements that can be produced by the 
process of forging metal. 

The boys, however, have other 
things to do in the shop, so some of 


the students alternate with those at 
the forge; so they can work in the 
machine shop where there is a laby- 
rinth of drill presses and other con- 
trivances of importance in the ma- 
chine shop. Here, under Mr. Schell- 
schmidt’s careful scrutiny, they learn 
to operate the lathes, drill presses, 
shaper, and do bench work. They 
form a metal clamp and a nut ham- 
mer. The boys make bolts also for 


.commercial uses. 


The B boys are working on sheet 
and metal work. They first learn to 
make these objects by drawings and 
plans and then begin the regular work 
of cutting, bending, and soldering of 
the tin. The making of cookey cut- 
ters, cups, scoops, and trays which 
are useful around the home show the 
students’ parents it isn’t a wasted 
hour. Forge work is another indus- 
trious work of the 9A group, 

The shop also does a great amount 
of work for the school, a fact which 
shows another of its qualities as a 
useful and practical place.

The 1935 All-City High School Foot- 
ball Team is undoubtedly the strongest 
eleven ever chosen by the All-City 
Board, comprised of Coaches Murray 
Mendenhall, Bob Nulf, Lundy Wel- 
born, and Bill Barrett, and Ben Tenny, 
News-Sentinel sports editor. Five 
Tigers, three Redskins, two Archers, 
and one Irishman were named as the 
“cream of the crop” of Fort Wayne’s 
gridiron stars. 

There were a number of boys who, 
at the start of the season, looked like 
candidates for the all-city squad, but 
they fell along the wayside as the 
season progressed. 

Steve Sitko was a standout and, as 
a result, became a unanimous choice 
for quarterback. Steve also attached 
to himself the title of honorary cap- 
tain of the eleven, after the All-City 
Board decided that he possessed the 
necessary leadership to guide the 
team. He is good on defense, a deadly 
blocker, an accurate passer, and the 
most consistent punter in the city. 

This year a number of good half- 





backs distinguished themselves as ca-| 
pable ball handlers, but there was n>| 


one boy who was so much better than 
the others that he deserved a berth on 
the all-star eleven. However, there

Presented At IN. S. 
By Local Organization 





Tuberculosis, its prevention and 
treatment, was described in a moving 
picture presented to the student body 
last Friday morning by the Fort 
Wayne Tuberculosis Society. This 
film showed how a supposedly inno- 
cent person may unintentionally in- 
fect some other person with the deadly 
disease. 

This dramatic but tragic episode 
emphasized the importance of seeing 
your doctor often; this would check 
the disease before it has a chance to 
spread. Modern means of fighting 
tuberculosis, when applied in the early 
stages, are nearly always successful 
in combating this disease. Unfortun- 
ately there are people who are unable 
financially to secure the necessary 
treatments in retarding this disease. 

To raise funds for this work, every 
year Christmas seals are sold all over 
the country. Millions of dollars are 
raised in this manner of checking tu- 
berculosis. Only when people realize 
the importance of this work in pro- 
tecting themselves as well as their 
fellowmen will that deadly disease, 
tuberculosis, be stamped out.

Automotives Increase Rapidly 


Automobile registrations last year 
increased between five and six percent 
over 1933, and gasoline consumption 
jncreased approximately six percent. 
he 16 percent increase in deaths, 
herefore, cannot be attributed alto- 
gether to the more extensive use of 
automobiles last year. Take, for ex- 
ample, the 1931 automobile accident 
experience, which until last year was 
he high mark in fatalities. Registra- 
tions in 1931 were three percent great- 
er than in 1934 and gasoline consump- 
ion about one percent greater, but 
deaths from automobile accidents in 
1931 were almost eight percent less 
han last year. 

Thus it is that the main reason 
for so great an increase in deaths is 
because many motorists drive too fast, 
oo much of the time. Speed has been 
2 dominant factor in the recent trend 
oward more serious accidents, and so 
it was last year. Many this past year 
have been interested in finding out 
the relation between automobile acci- 
ents and the use of intoxicants. 


Liquor Causes Accidents 


Such records as are available show 

hat 3.16 percent of the drivers in- 
olved in accidents were declared to 
have been under the “influence” in 
934 as against 2.43 percent in 1933. 
This is an increase of nearly one- 
hird. The same records show that 
47 percent of the pedestrians in- 
olved in accidents in 1934 were de- 
lared to have been under the “influ- 
ence” as against 2.99 percent in 1933. 
This is an increase of 49.5 percent. 
As the automobile has increased in 
speed, so have all other commonplace 
hings in every day life. Thus the 
driver of the automobile must be doub- 
ly careful, Statistics show that 48.3 
percent of accidents are automobile 
0 automobile accidents, proving that 
he greatest number of accidents are 
because of careless driving—38.3 per- 
ent are pedestrian accidents. 
Other types of accidents are horse 
drawn vehicle .7, railroad train .6, 
treet car 1.6, other vehicle 1.0, fixed 
object 6.6, bicycle 2.2, non-collision 5.3, 
nd miscellaneous .4. Thus safety is 
equired on all sides and in all in- 
tances. Why let the poor street 
tleaner fly through the air, his cart 
ying around in shattered bits, and 
rathfully exclaiming “Gimme the 
good old horse and buggy days.” 

Accidents Increase With Times 
Times have improved greatly from 
e horse and buggy days, inasmuch 
s our transportation has been greatly 
improved, but the death rate has been 
reatly increased. Or the idiot who 
tops his car on the railroad tracks 
ind begins fixing it and then gets 
ingry because everyone stops to stare 
t him. Such carelessness invariably 
eads to accidents, and thus thought- 
ulness and consideration and a slight 
Use of one’s brains would also help 
giving greater safety to everyone 
loncerned. 

A few auto suggestions, courtesy of 
Bill Holman, are check the wheel, 
make sure that a loose nut isn’t hold- 
ng it. Be sure that the Miss in the 
Motor is at your side. Don’t race 
rains to the crossings—if it’s a tie, 
ou lose. For jay walkers—every year

In our visit to the traffic bureau to 
interview Mr. Dunifon, we were showa 
some interesting things in regard to 
safety. On the wall of the, bureau of- 
fice is a large map of Fort Wayne. 
Whenever an automobile accident ix 
reported, a pin is placed at the exact 
spot where the accident occurred. 
Eleven adults have been killed in Fort 
Wayne this year, and for every one, 
a red pin marks the spot where the 
accident happened. Green pins are 
used to indicate where children have 
been killed. Three have been killed 
this year. 

Altogether, 348 accidents have been 
recorded on the map and in these acci- 
dents 411 persons have ben injured, 
some seriously. 

From a report of the National Safe- 
ty Council, we learned that an aver- 
age of 1,330 persons are killed every 
year by firearms, mostly during the 
hunting season. More than 5,000 are 
killed every year from accidents in 
the home. 

A report on the total of all acci- 
dental deaths for the months January 
to August in the years 1933, 1934, and 
1935, show that something has been 
accomplished to pull down the total 
of 1935 by safety campaigning. But 
much more can be done:

Sergeant Dunifon, Officer Kirkpat- 
rick, and Mr. Morgan of the Fort 
Wayne A. A. A. have ben giving 
safety talks in grade schools for sev- 
eral weeks. Comparing these pro- 
grams with what can be done in high 
school, Mr. Dunifon said, “Such great 
results have been achieved by teach- 
ing safety in grade schools that I feel 
much more can be done in high school, 
as students then are at the beginning 
of the age when they are permitted 
to drive.” 

Sergeant Dunifon entered police 
work in 1929 as a traffic officer on the 
Indiana State Police force. After 
working in this position for a year, 
he was appointed to the police force at 
Fort Wayne. He is now head of both 
the Traffic and the Accident Preven- 


ous obstacles, as 31 per cent of the 
deaths occurred in this manner. 

Street intersections seem to lead 
the parade of automobile accidents. 
in 1934, 336,040 accidents occurred at 
street intersections. Exactly 286,650 
accidents took place between inter- 
sections. Highways claim a total of 
167,580 accidents while 42,340 of 
them took place on curves. Rural 
intersections are the cause of 28,220 
mishaps while 12,350 take place on 
bridges. City and county railroad 
crossings are the cause of 5,290, 
Driveways of residents were re- 
sponsible for 3,530 accidents which 
took place last year, 

The total number of accidents for 
the year of 1934 were 882,000 in 
which 3,600 were killed and 954,000 
were injured.

Horrible Destruction, Tak- 
ing Of Young Lives, Re- 
sult Of Heedlessness 





(Editor’s Note: This is a sequel to 
A. J. Furnas’ article “—And Sudden 
Death,” which is believed to have ac- 
complished more for safety in driving 
than any safety campaign ever did. 
This article, written in much the same 
vein, is reprinted from the Readers’ 
Digest for December, 1935. It is titled 
“The Aftermath of Sudden Death” 
and its author is A. F. Bracken.) 

Two o'clock in the morning. Is that 
the phone? There it goes again. T 
grope my way sleepily to it. Hello... 
yes, I understand...a wreck on the 
highway two miles east...We’ll be 
right out... 

What a sight! One car, a new one, 
now a tangled heap of scrap off on one 
side of the road, shattered glass ev- 
erywhere. The crowd has gathered 
and they have dug one body out and it 
lies a bloody, grotesque, twisted thing 
under the pale light of the moon. An- 
other lies groaning and mumbling, 
“My back is broken, I think.” We lift 
him as gently as possible to the ambu- 
lance cot and hurry to the hospital 
He dies two hours later calling for 
“Edith.” 

Passing Too Close Disastrous 

How did it happen? The report is 
they were trying to pass a car against 
a too close oncoming car. What does 
it matter! We go back for the dead 
body and in the operating room under 
the strong light we find that we have 
a job on hand trying to embalm this 
poor thing, to put it back together as 
best as we can in an attempt to re- 
lieve the terrible heartache of those 
loved ones who will hasten to see him. 
What a mess! Ragged bones sticking 
out through torn coat sleeves, head 
crushed to a pulp. Can we make it 
look like a human being and resemble 
the fine strong young man that it was 
only an hour ago? It is just our job 
and we're getting used to it. 

Does it make us gun-shy of this fast 
driving? Well, we wish all the speed- 
ers could spend a night with us, oc- 
casionally, in the operating rooms of 
the mortuary. 

The lunch for school was in the back 
seat, the case of eggs for the grocer 
intact, but the beautiful life of a 
little school girl was gone forever. 

Fog Brings Grief 

A foggy morning, a narrow bride. 
The sharp, splintered end of the bridge 
rail drove through the windshield and 
tore away one side of her face. 

Poor little brother, who had been 
driving, how heartbroken and sorrow- 
ful. It was hard to see, and how was 
he to know that he should have pulled 
to the side of the road and stopped 
until the fog lifted, even though they 
were late for school? 

Three little kiddies, poor little tykes, 
the oldest only seven. They hardly 
know what it is all about. This time 
it is a young mother returning home, 
with her husband and children, from 
a happy visit. Kiddies are playing in 
the back seat of the car. Bang! 
Crash! a sickening twisting and tear- 
ing and it is all over. 

Just two drunks in an old car com- 
ing over the top of the hill on the 
wrong side of the road, but what 
slaughter! We work feverishly all 
night attempting to place a new nose 
and one side of the face on this man- 
gled body which has been the loving 
mother of these three small helpless 
children, now in the hospital, two not 
expected to live.

“A pupil who fails twice in any 
semester’s work in an elective subject 
will not be permitted to take that sub- 
ject again.

There are times, it seems, when one 
must speak of things that are not al- 
together pleasant.

Mrs. Roosevelt 
Speaks At Shrine 


Margaret Johnston, North 
Side Representative, Pre- 
sents Corsage 


“Life in the Philippines” was the 
subject of a lecture by Mrs. Theodore 
Roosevelt, Jr., at the Shrine Theatre, 
December 2, sponsored by the North 
Side High School Alumni Mothers’ 
Association. The distinguished guest 
was presented by Merle J. Abbett. 
superintendent of public schools; and 
Margaret Johnston presented Mrs. 
Roosevelt an immense corsage of roses 
at the conclusion of the program. 

In her talk, which was filled with 
amusing incidents which occurred 
during her stay on the islands, Mrs. 
Roosevelt emphasized the importance 
of the Philippines, both in peace and 
war time. She also described the char- 
acter of the people as most hospitable. 
During their stay on the islands, the 
Roosevelts were presented by the na- 
tives with thousands of gifts. These 
gifts included everything from a pair 
of alligator skulls to a silver hatchet. 

When Mrs. Roosevelt left the 
islands, Mrs. Aguinaldo, wife of the 
officer who led the Philippine Insur- 
rection, presented her a trinket which 
had been in the Aguinaldo family for 
generations. The Roosevelts were evi- 
dently well-liked by the natives. 

When interviewed by your reporter, 
Mrs. Roosevelt, Jr., was as friendly 
and cordial as anyone might be. She 
enjoys very much to meet people, and 
one is immediately at ease with her. 
We were immediately impressed by 
the number of accomplishments of 
Mrs. Roosevelt. One usually thinks 
ot big-game hunting as a very dan 











gerous sport, participated in only by 
the male sex. Upon several occasions, 
however, she has hunted the wild 
beasts of the jungles. 

While in the Philippines, Mrs. 
Roosevelt christened several new 
schools and bridges; and she told us 
a very interesting incident which oc- 
curred when she christened a new 
bridge. She was given a very tiny 
silver hatchet, with which she was to 
sever a cord, holding an immense 
bouquet of wild orchids. The hatchet 
was much too small, so she sought in 
vain for a knife. Someone handed her 
a bottle of champagne which she pro- 
ceeded to sprinkle on the new bridge. 
“Teddy” Roosevelt, Jr., who was 
standing beside her, received a show- 
er of the bubbling liquid.

What day is it today? You've You've eacned it; today is Friday the 


thirteenth. Mere suggestion of 


the day leads one to think of any 


number of things which are called evil omens—a black cat cross- 
ing one’s path, breaking a mirror (seven years of bad luck so the 


superstition runs), and spilling salt. 

Both the day, Friday, and the num- 
ber, thirteen, have long been sur- 
rounded by superstitions. Friday su- 
perstitions were probably caused by 
the fact that Friday was the day on 
which Christ was crucified. Execu- 
tions usually took place on Friday 
also; and that day, in medieval times, 
was called hangman’s day. Until re- 
cently, ships did not sail Friday. 

The number thirteen is the prime 
bad luck number. Houses are often 
numbered twelve and one-half rather 
than use the dread number thirteen. 
Some business men avoid transactions 
involving the number thirteen and do 
not make any transactions on the thir- 
teenth of the month. 

In order to defy superstitions, a 
Thirteen Club exists in New York 
City, which meets for dinner on the 
thirteenth of the month at 7:13 o’clock, 
Thirteen members are in the club. 

But, according to the ancient Scan- 
danavians, it is a lucky day, for Fri- 
day is the day of Freza, the goddess of 
love in Norse mythology. The name 
of the day itself comes from the Ger- 
man word Freitag, which means day 
of Freya. Freya drove a beautiful 
chariot drawn by cats. She liked 
music, spring, and flowers—small won- 
der they considered her day a lucky 
day. 

‘The “Melting Pot,” as the United 
‘States of America is often called, is 
the place where many superstitions 
are thrown together. Many supersti- 
tions are harmful and all are useless. 
Since today is Friday the thirteenth, 
now is a good time to annihilate faul- 
ty beliefs.

Quillen’s masterpiece is this: “The 
height of consideration to your friend 
is achieved by mailing him your 
Christmas card signed in pencil, and 
an eraser enclosed.” 

The comic strips long ago exhausted 
any humor in a related idea—the em- 
barrassment of discovering you have 
mailed to your cousin the very gift he 
sent you last Christmas. However, 
there is something in this idea of sav- 
ing money by regiving greeting cards.

other college. Mathematics is per- 
haps stressed more. The last two 
years divert more towards naviga- 
tion, gunnery, steam engineering, elec- 
tricity, government, economics, and 
aviation. 

At present there are approximately 
1700 midshipmen at the Naval Acad- 
emy. The capacity is 2400. It is ex- 
pected that in the near future Con- 
gress will make appropriations for 
2400 midshipmen, as formerly. Eaca 
Senator or Representative is eligible 
to appoint three, under the present 
limitations. They will be allowed five 
in the near future. 


Paid To Attend 


Those fortunate enough to enter are 
not only given a free scholarship, but 
are actually paid for attending. The 
pay of a midshipman is $780 a year 
plus $300 for living expenses. Trans- 
portation is provided to and from home 
while on leaves. 

Midshipmen are appointed by a 
Representative, Senator, President 
of the United States, Vice-president, 
and a certain number from possessions 
of the United States. One need only 
write to his Senator or Congressman 
to secure permission to compete for 
the appointments to the Academy. A 
Givil Service examination is held tc 
determine the principal and three al- 
ternates. The one who makes the 
highest grade on these tests is allow- 
ed to take the entrance examinations 
at Annapolis. If he is successful and 
passes the physical examination, he is 
allowed to enter the Academy. If he 
does not pass the examinations, the 
first alternate takes the examination; 
and so on until someone is appointed. 
The physical and mental examinations 
are very rigid and are met only with 
difficulty. In addition to this method 
of appointment, one hundred enlisted 
men are appointed from the Navy. 

Qualifications Listed 

One in order to enter must be a male 
citizen of the United States, or pos- 
sessions, unmarried, between the ages 
of sixteen and twenty, and of sound 
mental and physical stature. When 
he enters the Academy, he must de- 
posit $100 with the quartermaster. 
The government advances $250 which 
is later deducted from the midship-

The life at Annapolis is very regu- 
lar and orderly. One arises at 6:20 
a. m. and must be in by 10:00 p. m. 
except on Sundays or holidays. The 
midshipman may in his leisure time 
engage in various activities, such as 
the publication of the weekly paper, 
the yearbook, amateur theatricals, 
sports, or enjoy the very fine library. 
On Saturday afternoon, midshipmen 
are given leave to attend the city of 
Annapolis. Saturday evenings are oc- 
cupied by entertainments, hops (which 
the midshipman must attend; there is 
a course in dancing for those who may 
feel ill at ease at the hops), motion 
pictures, theatricals, and _ visiting 
friends or relatives.

“Goss Of Coin Decides 
Wilbur Wright As 
Pilot Of First Plane 


At the toss of a coin, Wilbur Wright 
became the first man to fly a powered 
glider or airplane. On Deceniber 17, 
1903, the Wright Brothers were ready 
to test their creation which they call- 
ed an aeroplane. The brothers tossed 
a coin and Wilbur won. The engine 
was started and the plane rose several 
feet in the air and covered a distance 
of several hundred feet over the sands 
at Kitty Hawk, North Carolina. This 
was an achievement sought by man 
since the time of Daedalus and Icarus, 
who are supposed to have flown with 
wings of feathers and wax. 

Only after years of planning and 
testing did the Wright Brothers 
achieve their meagre success. Years 
of labor went into the machine, even 
after the plane had flown. The broth- 
ers tried for a contract with the Army 
Wilbur 








for the new contrivance. 
Wright and Major Selfridge were 
fatally injured in a crash of this 


machine, while it was being tested for 
the Army. Orville Wright establish- 
ed the Wright Aeronautical Corpora- 
tion which exists today and made a 
huge fortune. Mr. Wright now lives 
in Detroit, and the original airplane 
is in England. Orville Wright is a 
quiet man who dislikes very much to 
be interviewed. 

The flight of the Wright Brothers 
marks the beginning of a means of 
rapid transportation that may some 
day displace all other means of trans- 
portation. Had it not been for their 
determination and courage to see their 
adventure to a finish, the Wright 
Brothers would not have succeeded.

Funds Furnished By Sale Of 
Red Cross Seals Are 
Aiding In Good 
Work 


Death Rate Lowered; New 
Yorker Pioneered Way 
For Cures 
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Every year the Anti-Tuberculosis 
League issues Christmas Seals to be 
sold in all the cities. The funds ac- 
quired from these sales are used for 
the building of sanitariums for people 
infected with tuberculosis. The fight 
against this disease has resulted in 3 
decrease of this disease in recent 
years. 

Let us take a glimpse at the history 
of this disease. In the days of yore 
when a man had tuberculosis he was 
penned up in an air tight room and 
fed nothing. Of course, as it has beer 
proved this is just exactly the wrong 
thing to do for tuberculosis. It hap- 
pened that young man, who developed 
tuberculosis, decided not to let the doc- 
tors try to cure him but to enjoy the 
rest of his life as best he could. So 
he went into New York away from 
his office and hunted for two years. He 
became improved and decided to go 
back to New York City. When he had 
stayed in the city for a couple of 
months he became worse and so wen! 
back to the wild as the doctors gave 
him only a month to live. 

Upon arriving in the country he be- 
gan to feel better and staying there 
he regained his health. Upon these 
principles he based his logic and de- 
cided to build a sanitarium. Soon he 
had a couple of patients. He made 
them rest and fed them healthful food. 
Soon they, too, became better. It was 
considered a miracle but his sanitar- 
ium grew and few of his patients died. 

He founded a laboratory and soon 
he had a great sanitarium. He had 
patients from all over the United 
States. Now there are over 600 sani- 
tariums in the United States. Al- 
though no vaccine has been developed 
the death rate has gone down from 
200 to 39 out of every 100,000 cases. 

To prevent this disease, we must be 
taught to heed and recognize its early 
symptoms, avoiding the effects of un- 
dernourishment, overwork, lack of 
sleep. The value of fresh air and sun- 
shine, and the importance of maintain- 
ing healthy and strong bodies must be 
understood. 

Whether it seems so or not, this all 
reflects back to the Christmas Seals 
put out by the Anti-Tuberculosis 
League. The money derived from this 
sale is used to published booklets to 
teach people the aforementioned 
things, to carry on research work, and 
to keep up the sanitariums. 

The fight is getting the best of tu- 
berculosis and we can do our part by 
buying Christmas Seals.

Lawrence Tibbett 





It was this writer’s honored privi- 
lege to be one of the four persons to 
meet Lawrence Tibbett, world-famous 
baritone, when he arrived in town a 
week ago last Wednesday over the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. Because of the 
usual crowd of autograph seekers that 
generally follow a person of note, Mr. 
Tibbett’s time of arrival was kept in 
the dark, being disclosed only to those 
of us that had arranged the reception. 





As the approaching 2:11 train came 
rumbling over the elevation, it might 
be stated frankly that my heart did 
a couple of leaps and bounds over 
double-time, for the minute was near- 
ing when I would meet a person who 
had rightfully taken an enormous sip 
from the cup of Fortune, a man whom 
the world had listened to only the 
night before over a nation-wide CBS 
hook-up....a celebrity in the height 
of his glory! It was not possible to 
see the great singer until he turned 
the corner and began heading our way. 
But before that time. I could hear the 
musical voice from around the bend 
of the stairway. 





And yet, as my eyes found him de- 
scending from the passage marked 
“West-bound Trains,” it was rather 
striking to notice how un-assuming he 
appeared. Did Lawrence Tibbett act 
this unimportant all the time? There 
he was, approaching us with a smile 
stretching from ear-to-ear, an extend- 
ed hand, and a congenial “Well! How 
are you? It’s great to see you again!” 
(You see, he had met the other three 
before.) Surely this has been one of 
the big reasons for Tibbett’s success- 
ful career....His overwhelming per- 
sonality, his fine appearance, and his 
“unlofty” manner have driven home 
his everlasting welcome in the hearts 
of the American people. 








“Unfortunately we singers must eat 
and sleep to do a good job. So if you 
don’t mind, I had better go to my 
hotel.” Thus our party proceeded to 
the car awaiting outside to journey 
Lawrence Tibbett to Hotel Keenan. 
About this time I myself became wor- 
ried. When was I to get my interview 
with him for my dear ol’ “Viyettees”? 
He had already as much as stated that 
he wished to rest the remainder of 
the afternoon. But, after he had posed 
for a picture, I approached him with: 
“Mr. Tibbett, I write for a high school 
paper and would appreciate the opp- 
pp-pp-ortun-nn-ity to inter- (gulp)- 
interview yu-you for a short, I mean 
b-bbrief time t-today.” 


“I'm awfully sorry, old boy,” he re 
plied with the zest that is so definitely 
Tibbett, “but I’m going to eat a juicy 
steak right away and then rest in 
peace and quiet before my concert to- 
night. It will be rather difficult after 
the performance, too, for I have to 
catch a 10:50 train for St. Louis. 
However, you may, if you wish, ask 
me any questions you desire in the car 
on the way to the hotel!” 





After seating myself next to him in 
the seven-passenger Packard, I asked 
him what his plans for this week were. 
“T am extremely busy this week, sing- 
ing six engagements in eight days. 
Tomorrow night I sing with the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra in that 
city. Next Monday I will open the 
Metropolitan Opera Company’s season 
playing in “La Traviata.” Of course 
there is my weekly radio program on 
Tuesday evening.” 





Mr. Tibbett also said he is going to 
do another movie for 20th-Century- 
Fox. “Movies have kicked the high- 
hattedness right out from under opera, 
which is the best thing that could pos- 
sibly have happened to it. Although I 
like radio and movies, I prefer to be 
on the stage, either in concert or 
opera. Not only am I proud of being 
an American singer, but I am happy 
to be an American singer at this par- 
ticular time. After long years of fre- 
quent. discouragement, the American 
artist is gradually coming into his 
rightful estate.” 





Upon arriving at the hotel, I asked 
Lawrence Tibbett if there was a gen- 
eral statement that he could make to 
the students of music in North Side 
that might further their knowledge of 
the subject.

From various articles on swimming, 
we find the following. facts, which 
might be of interest to the fans of 
that sport...... Japanese superiority 
over Americans in aquatic competi- 
tion during the last Olympiad was 
chiefly due to their superior endur- 
ance, which was obtained from oxygen 
breathing previous to a race, exercis- 
ing to the point where oxygen was 
reduced in the bodily tissues, and eat- 
ing more foods such as lima and 
other beans, which burn and leave an 
alkaline ash in the blood to build “al- 
kaline buffers,” which act to neutral- 
ize the acid products of severe mus- 
cular action. 

Swimmers do not “burn out” or “go 
stale,” as reported in track work. The 
letdown in swimming is more of a 
mental variety, due to the monotony 
of training....Swimming is fast com- 
ing westward as a major sport....In 
propelling the body through the 
water, the area of the hands, arms, 
and legs are of little consequence, and 
body size is of smaller consequence 
yet, in swims longer than 100 yards. 

Swimmers as a group are quite 
flexible in the shoulders, thorax, hips, 
and ankles....most of our better but 
insufficiently coached swimmers ex- 
aggerate the “hydroplane position” of 
the body in the crawl stroke. Better 
results are obtained by having the 
face flat in the water.

JANUARY 4, 1935—The class of 
38 elected for its president Ed Boe- 
deker. During his freshman year and 
now Ed has been active in athletics. 
Virginia Blakley and Cornelius Ryan 
placed in National Quill and Scroll 
contes. Virginia won second place in 
the East-Central States with an edi- 
torial on television, while Cornelius 
won two honorable mentions on a fea- 
ture story and on his knowledge of 
current events. Nulf prepared Red- 
skin basketeers to fight for the Arch- 
ers’ scalps in their annual city series 
clash. Much to our sorrow, but after 
a brave fight we were defeated in the 
last few minutes by 18 to 13. 

January 11, 1935—Senior banquet 
of the class of ’85 was held on Thurs- 
day, January 17, 1935. Arrangements 
were ably planned by Fred Kroemer, 
secretary-treasurer of his senior class, 
and his assistants. This week-end, 
January 11 and 12 the Redskins bas- 
ketball squad played Angola and Gar- 
rett on the respective dates. On Wed- 
nesday, January 16, North Side’s bas- 
ketball quintet took on the Central 
Catholic five. North Side won these 
three games. 

January 21, 1935—One hundred 
twenty-five freshmen entered North 
Side’s portals on this date. Forest 
Park led with sixty-two graduates. 
Mr. Northrop listed the June grad- 
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uates for 1935 to be 202. This num- 
ber was the largest to be graduated 


from North Side. Track coach Rollie 
Chambers announced that his pros- 
pects for the track squad predicted a 
very favorable season. Wendell Green 
is the first publisher to serve two 
terms on the Northerner staff. His 
second term began with the January 
21 issue of the year 1935, 

January 25, 1935—The largest hon- 
or roll in the history of North Side 
was announced by Mr. Milton H. 
Northrop. It consisted of 131 stu- 
dents. Juniors with thirty-six headed 
the honor roster. Bob Moorhead, cir- 
culation manager for the Northerner, 
announced a gain in his circulation 
campaign that started the first day of 
the new semester. The Red and White 
quintet opposed the Hartford City 
Airdales, Saturday, January 26, North 
Side’s valiant Redskins defeated the 
Airdales by the score of 27-23. 

FEBRUARY 1, 1935—North Side 
was selected as one of over seventy- 
five high schools in the United States 
which will give an Honorary Science 
Award Medal. This medal is award- 
ed to the senior showing the greatest 
development in three years of scien- 
tific work. At the G. A. A. assembly 
held Wednesday, January 28, Miss 
Hilda Schwehn presented athletic 
awards to the girls who had earned 
them. Betty Howey and Dorothy 
Gauert were the only girls receiving 
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1 and 2. Marion and the Central Ti- 
gers were the opponents on the respec- 
tive dates. 

February 15, 1935—The annual G. 
A. A. Frolic or Vod-Vil featured the 
Gay 90’s and 1935 vieing for honors. 
Franklin Peddie presided over the 
Vod-Vil as King Neptune. The Aub- 
urn Red Devils gave an easy victory 
to North Side which placed us in 
fifth position in the N. E. I. C. rating. 
The score was 29 to 15. 

February 8, 19835—A national honor 
was awarded to the Northerner for 
its excellent front page makeup. This 
award considering typography and 
make up for school newspapers was 
given to only one other school besides 
North Side. North Side was defeated 
by the Central Tigers to the tune of 
32 to 16 in the annual city series clash 
last season. 

February 22, 1935—A North Side 
heroine was given a medal for rescu- 
ing a five-year-old boy from drown- 
ing. Mary Ellen Gilbert was the re- 
cipient of the award. The Redskin 
rally in the Columbia City game fell 
short of a win by three points.

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Woodrow Wilson Is Hailed As 
Great President, World Figure 


Publicist, party leader, educator, speaker, and historian are 
some of the titles accorded Woodrow Wilson, twenty-eighth presi- 
dent of the United States, who was born on the twenty-eighth of 


December, 1856. 


As a background for his remark- 
able career, Woodrow Wilson studied 
at Princeton and graduated in 1879. 
While in Princeton, he was the editor 
of the college paper, the Princetonian. 
Two years later, he graduated in law 
from the University of Virginia. He 
practiced law for a year and then 
continued his education at the Johns 
Hopkins University, where he pub- 
lished his thesis on Congressional 
Government for his degree of Ph.D. 

Woodrow Wilson then became a 
teacher and was associate professor 
of history and political economy at 
Byrn Mawr College; lecturer at John 
Hopkins; professor of history and poli- 
tical economy at Wesleyan; professor 
of jurisprudence and political econ- 
omy, jurisprudence, and politics at 
Princeton, At Prirceton, he received 
the position of president of the college. 
From 1902 to 1910 he remained as 
president of Princeton 

In 1910, Woodrow Wilson was elec- 
ted the first Democratic Governor in 
New Jersey for a period of sixteen 
years. In his support of J. E. Mar- 
tine for U. S. Senator in 1911, he de- 
feated James Smith, a party leader 
who wanted the nomination for him- 
self. This contest focused the atten- 


tion of the public to New Jersey, and |* 


to Woodrow Wilson, 

His conservative ideas pleased the 
East, and his progressivism pleased 
the West as a candidate for the Dem- 
1912. He was elected President by a 
small majority over the other two 
candidates, Roosevelt and Taft. Thom- 
as R. Marshal) of Indiana, was elected 
Vice-President. 

As President, Woodrow Wilson se- 
cured the passage of the Underwood- 
Simmons Tariff Law, the Glass-Owen 
Currency Act, trust legislation, and 
Panama tolls legislation. 

The attitude which he maintained 
during the World War was an atti- 
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tude o farmed neutrality, of keeping 
armed to an extent that no other coun- 
try would dare attack us. In his speech 
to Congress in the spring of 1918, he 
put forth his plan for dealing with 
the belligerents in the war. It is com- 
monly called Wilson’s Fourteen Points, 
and was accepted in part by the peace 
conference at Versailles. 

At the end of his first term, the 
Republican party split and held two 
separate conventions, electing Hughes 
and Fairbanks. Divided thus, the Re- 
publican party had no chance and 
Wilson was again elected in 1916 by 
popular acclaim. 

Ill from his arduous efforts in be- 
half of the Peace Treaty and League 
of Nations, which were part of his 
“Fourteen Points,” Wilson died on 
February 8, 1924. His place in his- 
tory is not only that of a great Presi- 
dent, but also that of a world figure 
whose ideals upheld the nations of 
the world at a critical time.

Versatile Of Famous Americans 


Perhaps no other man in the 


jamin Franklin. 


His services were much in need. The 
Revolutionary War was _ financed 
largely through his efforts. 

January 17, will see the 203rd an- 
niversary of his birth. Franklin be- 
zan his career as a printer’s helper in 
Boston. He taught himself to write 
newspaper articles and many were 
read and enjoyed by the early Bos- 
tonians. When but seventeen years 
old, he went to Philadelphia and was 
employed as a printer. Life was full 
of hardships for this ambitious young 
man, and any achievement was won 
with great difficulty. He traveled much 
and learned to know people and cus- 
toms. 

Franklin’s later achievements in- 
cluded Postmaster General of the Col- 
onies (1753), diplomat to France, 
members of the Executive Council, 
governor of Philadelphia, president of 
the Society for the Abolition of Slav- 
ery, oldest member at the Constitu- 
tional Convention, and many other po- 
sitions too numerous to mention. 

When he died on April 17, 1790, the

The Redskins are hot on the trail 
of the Tigers, as the result of their 
yietory over Central Catholic two 
weeks ago.

Joe Goodman broke the ice for the 
Redskins by sinking a field goal in the 
opening minutes of the first quarter.

Shollenberger drowned C. C.’s hope 
by making the ball go through the 
hoop from the free-throw line.

We have all heard about our North 
Side basketball quintet, but for the 
benefit of those who are not in school 
and those who are just coming in, this 
may help you to become acquainted 
with the players and the positions they 
play on the team. So, fans, take heed 
and you shall hear about the North 
Side team and their recent careers. 

Warrior number one proves to be 
James Shollenberger, who is North 
Side’s “Deadeye Dick.” In scoring 
twenty-three field goals and fifteen 
free throws, he has placed himself 
third in the city scoring race. Jim is 
not very tall and only weighs 136 
pounds. He makes up this deficit with 
spirit and aggressiveness.

Transcription, machine calculation, 
dictaphone and ediphone work, and 
filing were the office practices which 
were studied.

Those who studied this course in 
stenography 4 and received certifi- 
cates for this period are Juanita Cook, 
Helen Meier, Lucille Prange, Dorothea 
Racine, Eleanor Reid, Lillian Steiber, 
and Jeanette Welker.

“World Record lolger 
In Amateur Typing 


Demonstrates Here 








A demonstration assembly was pre- 
sented Monday morning to the stu- 
dents in the Commercial Department 
by Mr. Chester Soucek, holder of the 
world’s amateur typing championship 
record. 

He first told how he achieved his 
typing ability and told the “do’s” and 
“dont’s” about typewriting. He in- 
formed the pupils that he practices 
approximately four hours a day each 
day when practicing for a contest. 

During his demonstration, he did a 
practice sheet, and then completed a 
perfect test, in which he typed one 
hundred twenty words a minute. From 
memory, he typed a perfect test of one 
hundred seventy-seven words a min- 
ute. While he took a minute test, 
which was not practiced material, Mr. 
Eyster asked him questions, which he 
answered while he continued typing. 

Mr. Soucek emphasized the fact that 
while typing one should sit straight, 
with feet flat on the floor and with 
muscles relaxed. He demonstrated 
how many typing students sit and how 
much time and movement is wasted 
while typing in this manner. 

Mr. Soucek won the International 
Typing Contest held in Ontario, Can- 
ada, in 1929 by typing thirty minutes 
at a speed of one hundred eighteen 
words a minute. Mr. Soucek is twenty- 
five years old. 

Mr. Soucek was brought to Fort 
Wayne under the sponsorship of the 
Underwood Elliott Fisher Company.

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carried on in 118. The classes taking 
wood were also held in the 130 corri- 
dor, and drawing was taken in room 
113. As more students entered the de- 
partment, it was necessary to move the 
sheet metal shop to the larger room, 
118. The lumber, which had been kept 
in the mill room, was then moved 
across the hall to the vacant room. As 
a result of this combining of the two 
shops, sheet metal and forging, each 
of the three divisions of the depart- 
ment were placed under the supervi- 
sion of separate teachers. These in- 
structors were Mr. T. W. Thompson, 
in charge of wood working classes; 
Mr. Eldon Schellschmidt, machine 
shop; and Mr. Allen G. Cleaver, draw- 
ing classes, 

Then in 1933, Mr. Cleaver left for 
Central, where he is now teaching. 
This left the drawing classes partly 
abandoned in reference to the teacher, 
and they were, therefore, placed under 
the other two teachers of the Indus- 
trial Arts Department. 

This difficulty of the classes being 
thus scattered from the proper rela- 
tion brought about the moving of the 
drawing room into the 130 corridor 
with the wood working classes. With 
the help of some students from the 
drawing and wood working classes, 
Mr. Thompson made the plans for the 
‘removal of the lumber from room 138, 
and the occupancy of that room by the 
drawing classes. The drawing benches, 
teacher’s desk, ete., were moved to 
their new location during the Christ- 
mas vacation, since the lumber had 
previously been moved to specially 
built racks on the bottom floor under 
the dome. 

The situating thus of the drawing 
classes affords more coordination be- 
tween drawing and shop work, which 
run so hand-in-hand that they should 
not be separated. Before the drawing 
room was too far away from the shops 
to make for the proper coordination 
of the two. Now, the drawing is done 
in the same corridor, affording closer 
contact to it from the other manual 
training classes. 

Even though the new room is a lit- 
tle smaller than the old one, it has 
better lighting, giving good light to 
each student. Also in the new loca- 
tion, more morning light is available 
for blue print making.

Music Department Laments 


Departing Of “Our Pal” Sur 


The notice in the papers to the effect that Mr. William Sur 
is to leave North Side brings to mind many of the successful pro- 
jects of the music department during his stay here. 

When Mr. Sur first came to North Side, chorus, orchestra, and 


band work had all been started by 
Mr. Paul Matthews, who had preceded 
him. 

Since this small beginning, it is in- 
teresting to note that one of the most 
important advances in the department 
has been the addition of instruments 
to those owned by the school. Among 
these have been violins, two cellos, a 
flute, cymbals, tympani, and three bass 
viols. Another addition has been the 
phonograph which is used much in 
chorus classes and music appreciation. 

In these additions to the department 
the work and co-operation of the Par- 
ent-Teachers’ Association has /bean 
outstanding. Through their help and 
that of parents, it has been possible 
for much music to be added to the 
music department. In addition to this, 
the school now owns about forty-five 
A Cappella robes, which have been 
obtained through the P-T. A. 

Band and orchestra have greatly 
developed in North Side under the 
direction of Mr. Sur. A great deal 
of this progress was due to the class 
instruction which was offered to stu- 
dents. In this way, new members were 
obtained and old ones improved. This 
was all done as extra work on the 
part of Mr. Sur and was done only 
in the interests of these organizations. 

This progress was shown very well 
by the fact that in 1933, when our il- 
lustrious seniors were mere freshmen, 
the North Side band won the marching 
band contest at Columbia City and 
was awarded a loving cup for its 
efforts. That year and the following 
year, the North Side orchestra won 
2 place in Division one of class A or- 
ehestras and in 1934 were permitted to 
“show their stuff” at the State Con- 
test at Crawfordsville. 

In all these annual contests North 
Siders won places in the solo contests 
of both the state and the nation. 

In further viewing the course of 
events under Mr. Sur’s leadership, the 
A Cappella Choir seems the outstand- 
ing group of the music department. 
This organization is probably better 
known and well-noted than any other, 
The choir, which represents the best 
in choral work, was originally formed 
from an Honor Choir, composed of 
girls. Boys were gradually added un- 
til it grew from about forty members 
to its present membership of eighty- 
two. This organization was greatly 
developed during the year of 1931-32 
when Mr. Gerald Doty took up the 
work of Mr. Sur, who was then on a 
leave of absence.

In School Education 
Worth Many Millions 


It’s a terrible occurrence if someone loses a 
million dollars—never to be regained. 

Yet millions are lost every day in youth’s dis- 
regard of their studies. 

Nearly every person spends twelve years of 
his life in elementary school education—eight 
years in grade school and four years in high 
school. Some continue their education through 
four years or even more of their life. During 
this period, the preparation for a life work is 
made. 

This initial preparation, in all cultural profes- 
sions, is the point that determines (except if one 
wanted to be a ditch-digger, etc.) his future 
success.

Twenty-One Tons Gach Day 


“Turn on the heat—turn on the heat.” These lines of a popular 


song of several years ago bring 


to mind a cold spell a few weeks 


back when Old Man Winter pushed the colored alcohol down to 
seventeen notches below the nothing mark. 


During that cold spell North Side 
burned twenty-one tons of coal in 
twenty-four hours—eleven more tons 
than are burned on the average winter 
day. Every thirty minutes, seven hun- 
dred pounds of coal are tossed into one 
of the four boilers—that is, if the tem- 
perature is above zero. On colder days 
more than one boiler is used and they 
are filled every twenty minutes. 

The coal bin holds three hundred 
tons of coal. Two carloads of coal are 
delivered every week during cold 
weather. 

There are approximately four hun- 
jred and fifty radiators in the school. 
The smokestack is one hundred and 
fifty feet high with a diameter of four 

cet at the top and eight feet at the 
bottom. We started to count the bricks 
n the smokestack but after we had 
counted one tuousand four hundred 
ninety-nine and one half we got fa- 
tigued and severed our connections 
with such a procedure.

Ongin, Development, Aim 
Of American Scouts Cited 


All day long old London had 


been in the tense grip of a dense 


fog. Traffic crept cautiously and slowly. Street lights had been 
ordered on by the police before noon, and now that nightfall was 
approaching, the “going” was difficult even for the native. 


William D. Boyce, Chicago publisher 
and traveler, was seeking a difficult 
address. A boy approached him, and 
asked, “May I be of service to you?” 
Mr. Boyce gave him the address and 
the boy said, “Come with me, Sir.” 
Upon reaching his destination, like the 
typical American tourist, Mr. Boyce 
offered him a quarter. To his sur- 
prise the boy promptly replied, “No, 
sir, Iam a Scout. Scouts do not ac- 
cept tips for courtesies.” 


Mr. Boyce asked for information 
about the “Scouts” and the boy gave 
it and offered to direct him to a near- 
by office. Mr. Boyce had to complete 
his errand first, but the lad waited. 
He then led him’ to Lord Baden 
Powell, founder of the British 
Boy Scout Association, where infor- 
mation about the movement was glad- 
ly given. Mr. Boyce was tremendous- 
ly impressed and gathering all avail- 
able information, brought it back to 
the United States. 

On February 8 of the next year, he 
and others interested in boys and cit- 
izenship, formally incorporated the 
Boy Scouts of America.

That was in 1910—twenty-six years 
ago. During the year of 1911, the 
membership of scouts and scouters 
amounted to 61,495. Since then, 
scouting has grown to an organization 
of approximately 920,000 members, 
Now, throughout forty-seven nations 
of the world, the organization boasts a 
membership of over 2,252,000 boys and 
men. 

In 1933 the Boy Scouts of America 
set forth on a Ten Year Program. Its

aim is to bring enough boys into 
scouting and to make scouting so int- 
eresting that by the end of 1942, one 
of every four boys in the country 
would be active scouts during four 
years of their lives. This means that 
one of every four men who become 
citizens at 21 years will become a four 
year scout—trained man—enough to 
have a real influence on the govern- 
ment of the country. 

For the benefit of a few misinformed 
persons these facts should be brought 
to notice: Scouting is neither military 
nor anti-military. It carefully avoids 
political or commercial entanglements. 
Seouting knows no race or creed or 
class. Troops are found alike in Cath- 
olic Parish, Jewish Synagogue and 
Protestant Church. It is available to 
farm or city alike.

However, Er- 
rington came into the spotlight in the 
second half to help the Illini pile up 
their decisive margin. Klopfenstein 
and Errington with three net swishers 
and Kestner with fivé markers, led the 
Illinois team. It was the fourth 
straight win for the Illinois squad. 
Chicago remained in the fourth posi- 
tion. 

The Midget League ended its season 
with a tie for first place honors be- 
tween the Squashy’s and Brown Bomb- 
ers. The Bombers had an easy time 
defeating the Trojans 22-13. The Tro- 
jans furnished trouble only in the 
first half. The Brown boys jumped 
off to a quick lead in the first period 
but the Trojans cut it to 8-6 at the 
midway rest time. Benninghoff of 
the Brown. Bombers, began-to score 
in the second half and the Bombers 
ran away with the contest. Benning- 
hoff and Dafforn led the Brownies, 
while Harrison, the Trojans’ usual 
high scorer, was being held to three 
markers. Motherwell garnered six 
points to be high man for the Trojan 
five. 

The Red Devils lost their chance for 
a share in the title by succumbing to 
the Squashy’s sharpshooting. Inability 
to hit free throws cost the Devils the 
game as they dropped three of nine 
chances while the Squashy’s hit six 
of eight opportunities. The Squashy’s 
led 7-3 at halftime, the final count 
adding up to 22-15. Ummel, the Red’s 
high man, ran his season’s total points 
to 39 by leading his team with three 
fielders and one from the free throw 
lane. Heine tossed in four two-pointers 
and Fryer scored seven counters to 
bring the Squashy’s under the wire. 

In an effort to give all players their 
respective points, personals, and free 
tosses I have prepared the following 
statistics about the Midget League 
season. 

Harrison, of the Trojan five, seemed 
to have an eagle eye for the basket 
as he dropped in eighteen fielders for 
the largest total. Ummel, playing 
with the Red Devils, came close be- 
hind Harrison by hitting seventeen 
times from the floor. Fryer, a member 
of the Squashy’s roster, piled up eight 
counters from the charity lane, but did 
not have a good percentage as he had 
nineteen chances and scored only 
eight. Benninghoff led all boys in the 
free toss department by hitting nine 
out of twelve opportunities for a 75 
percent average, which is good shoot- 
ing in any man’s league. Ben Kreig, 
a teammate of Ummel’s, piled up a 
total of fourteen personal fouls, which 
have been called on him during the 
season. 

In regarding team records, I found 
that the Squashy’s snared forty-nine 
fielders and twenty-one free throws to 
lead in both of these divisions, and 
have the largest number of markers in 
offensive work. They dropped in 119 
tallies, while holding their opponents 
to 98 points for a plus average of 
three and one-third points. The 
Squashy’s averaged a nineteen and 
five-sixth tallies a game and their op- 
ponents scored only 16 and one-third 
points in each contest. The Red Devils 
committed thirty-four personal fouls 
and led in that division. The Trojans 
had 124 points scored against them 
which gave them a minus average of 
five and one-half counters. The Red 
Devils were outscored exactly one 
tally 113-112, the average being eight- 
een and five-sixth to eighteen and two- 
thirds in favor of their opponents.

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Industrial Course Develops 
Workmanship, Appreciation 


By T. W. Thompson 








The program for Industrial Education at North Side High 
School includes the following divisions: (1) Mechanical Drawing, 
planned to cover eighteen weeks, five days per week, with fifty- 
five minute periods each day; (2) Shop Work in wood and metal, 
on the same time basis, with the ex- 
ception of the first semester’s work, 
which is planned as a rotative course, 
allowing six weeks each to woodwork, 
sheet metal and forging. 

The aims of the Industrial Arts 
courses are to give (1) As wide an 
acquaintance with materials as possi- 
ble, (2) A good mechanical training 
in whatever medium is used, and (3) 
An appreciation of accurate workman- 
ship. 

The courses are as follows: 

In the 9B shop course the student 
has an opportunity to acquire an ele- 
mentary knowledge of both woodwork- 
ing and general metal. In the wood- 
work, the care and operation of hand 
tools is studied; as well as common 
wood cuts and joints, blue print read- 
ing, layout work, ete. Some practical 
experience is obtained in the making 
of practice joints, with an introduc- 
tion to type forms of furniture con-

Stress Fundamental Work 

The actual jobs consist of exercises 
at the lathe and making of a project. 
The latter may be one of three or four 
typieal- problems_suggested_by.the- in-, 
structor. In stressing the fundamen- 
tals involved in lathe work, the fol- 
lowing jobs are used: for spindle work 
—the cylinder, shoulder cuts and long 
tapers, beads, grooves and combina- 
tion curves, and turning to square 
shoulders; for Face Plate problems— 
the rosette, trays and lamp bases are 
made, Together with the woodwork, 
other types of work, which can be done 
on the speed lathe, are introduced. 
Students, who are interested, are per- 
mitted to spend some time in the study 
of metal spinning. Aluminum and 
copper are mainly used in this work. 
The process involves face plate turn- 
ing of the form, the use of the ball- 
bearing back center, centering and 
spinning inside and out of the form, 
with different tools, annealing, cut- 
ting off and polishing. This work is 
very interesting to the student and is 
not essentially very difficult. How- 
ever, the price of the blanks for spin- 
ning work is rather high and some 
students may not care to participate. 
The student begins with a shallow dish 
or tray to get the “feel” of the tool 
on the metal. He can usually go on 
to deeper and more complex problems 
from there. 

In the 10B woodworking classes the 
students are taught to operate the 
mill or woodworking machines, such 
as the planer, circular saw, jointer, 
band saw, sander, shaper and mortis- 
er. The classes are organized with a 





p on of hardware; final assembly 
(glueing, clamping, pinning of joints, 
ete.) ; and wood finishing. 

Shop Problems Offered 

In the 10A woodworking the students 
are allowed to continue their work 
started in the 10B. Besides this ad- 
vanced work in the mill precesses, 
‘problems in shop maintenance are Of- 
fered. The shop maintenance consists 
of repairs of school and shop equip- 
ment and upkeep of the machinery, 
such as sharpening of saws and planer 
knives. 

The items taught under shop main- 
tenance are: (1) Tool Fitting, joining, 
setting and filing hand and circular 
saws; (2) Dressing emery wheels; 
(3) Sharpening jointer and in some 
cases planer knives; (4) Belt splicing; 
(5) Lining up motors and shafts; (6) 
Lubrication of machines; (7) Sharp- 
ening, of special bits of machines. 

Projects made: Some of the projects 
being: built this term are: a fifteen- 
foot row boat; a thirteen foot speed 
boat; a spinet desk of cherry; inlaid 
and matched veneer card tables; spiral 
turned coffee table; modernistic bed- 
side tables; and hand-carved coffee 
tables. Much interest has been shown 
recently in carving of placques con- 
taining various birds and other forms. 
These placques are painted and give 
an opportunity not only to practice the 
art of wood carving but also to study 
the natural colors of various birds. 

Refinishing of old pieces of furni- 
ture has been very interesting in some 
eases. At present two Jenny Lynn 
beds are being repaired and refinished 
by students.

and forging; 9A forging, advanced 
sheet metal work and some machine 
shop practice; 10B Advanced forging 
and machine shop practice; 10A ad- 
vanced forging, advanced sheet metal, 
and machine shop. The courses are 
organized on the same time basis as 
the woodworking courses. 
Teach Elementary Processes 

In the 9B sheet metal the element- 
ary tool processes and machines are 
taught. Patterns are provided from 
which the students may lay out their 
problems. In these forging courses, 
such items of information are taught 
as follows: the forge, forge tools, the 
blower, fuels and building and care of 
fires; general properties of iron, such 
as the early use of iron, sources of 
iron, other elements present with iron, 
wrought iron, heat treatment of iron 
and steel; production puddling; the 
puddling furnace; calculating weights 
of iron; the blacksmith’s tools, the 
anvil, the hand hammer, sledge ham- 
mer, tongs, top and bottom fuller, top 
and bottom swage, the set hammer, 
the hardie, chisels, mandrels and the 
use of the vise. 

In the machine shop courses such 
work as lathe work, the shaper ,the 
drill press and bench work is taught. 

By way of repair work and shop 
maintenance, gasoline motors and 
sheet metal roofing has been done. At 
present the boys in this department 
are building an exhaust outfit for the 
planer in the woodworking depart- 
ment, and a blast furnace for the gen- 
eral shop. This latter will make pos- 
sible the addition of foundry problems 
in the metal courses; and pattern 
making in the woodworking depart- 
ment. 

Mechanical drawing is taught with 














two purposes in-mind, first, as an avo- 


cational and second, as a vocational 
interest to the student. It may be tak- 
en by either boys or girls. 

Each unit is outlined to be taught 
over a period of 18 weeks with one 55- 
minute period per day, five days a 
week. In the past, the drawing and 
shop work was alternated, giving to 
the 10B and 10A half time in each. 
Because of the shortened class hours 
it seems to be advisable to give full 
time in both. 

Texts, Methods Given 

The methods used in teaching draw- 
ing are: blue print, assignment sheet, 
demonstration, text book and draw- 
ing from models. The texts used are 
“Basic Units in Mechanical Draw- 
ing” by Hoelscher and Mays; “Me- 
chanical Drawing for High Schools” 
by French and Svenson. These are 
supplemented by various other stand- 
ard drawing books. 

The drawing courses offered are out- 
lined with four semesters of funda- 
mentals, beginning with use of in- 
struments and orthographic projec- 
tion in the 10B and ending with inter- 
sections and penetrations in the 114A. 
These courses are then followed by 
either machine drawing or architec- 
tural drawing for the remaining terms 
in high school. The student chooses 
which of these latter two he wishes to 
specialize in. 

The courses are planned to develop 
in each pupil the appreciation of good 
workmanship, an attitude of pride and 
an interest in his ability to do useful 
things.

By Iowa; Ruf, Holman, 
Vonderhaar Split 
Scoring 





Senior Intramural Group 
Finish Schedule; Yale Is 
Consistent Winner 


Jowa’s mighty Hawkeye quintet 
drove through to the intramural cham- 
pionship by nosing Yale, Senior 
League champ 15 to 13 and then wal- 
loping the Squashy 31 to 14, who were 
Midget League titalists. Free throws 
played an important part in the first 
game with the senior champs connect- 
ing on only three of eight chances, 
while the All-Star champions on nine 
out of thirteen opportunities. 

Iowa scored first to lead 2 to 0 but 
Deahl, the intramural high scorer, hit 
a hot streak and scored eight consec- 
utive markers for the Yale five. Two 
free throws for Iowa made the score 
8 to 4 at halftime. However, the 
game became rough in the second half 
and Iowa benefited by jumping into a 
13 to 8 lead on two fielders and five 
charity tosses. Yale started a come- 
back and made the score read 14 to 
13. As the game ended Tone fouled 
Holman who sank his free throw for 
a total of fifteen counters for lowa 
and gave them the right to meet the 
Squashys for the intramural cham- 
pionship of 1935-1936, Deahl paced 
the “Old Eli” attack while Holman 
and Leuenberger 
for the Hawkeyes. 

Iowa had little trouble with the 
Squashys except at the start of the 
game when fielders by Heine and Sef- 
ton gave the Midget champs a 4 to 0 
lead. However, the All-Stars could 
not be denied and they piled up a 16 
to 8 lead at rest period and went on 
to win decisively 31 to 14. Fryer, 
Heine, and Sefton split the Squashy’s 
scoring while Meyer, Ruf, Holman, 
and Vonderhaar did the same with the 
Iowan’s tallies. 

Before the playoff the Senior 
League finished up the regular season 
sessions on Monday and Tuesday, 
March 16 and 17. 

Monday’s games were all won by 
good margins with Dartmouth, Yale, 
and Columbia defeating Cornell, 
Princeton, and Harvard. 
Dartmouth Smothers Cornell 


Dartmouth obtained a_15.to.4 mar- 
gin on Cornell before the end of the 
first half and continued to score heay- 
ily in the second period to win by a 
26 to 16 count. Errington paced the 
“Big Green” five with 12 points while 
Hayes’ five field goals gave him high 
man position for Cornell. 

Columbia upset a more favored Har- 
vard quintet, trimming them 17 to 11. 
The Lions, led by Sines, established 
an 8 to 4 margin at the half. The 
second half was about even with Har- 
vard getting seven points and Colum- 
bia ‘nine. Scoring was well split up 
for both teams, 

Yale romped over Princeton win- 
ning easily 28 to 6. Led by two of 
its scoring stars, Tone and Snouffer, 
the Yale squad was never headed, hav- 
ing a 13 to 5 lead at the conclusion 
of the first period. Tone hit four 
fielders while Snouffer scored three 
times from the floor and once from 
the charity lane to lead Yale. The 
Tigers’ scoring was very well split. 

Snouffer Paces Yale 

Tuesday’s contests which ended the 
league action were taken by Yale, 
Cornell, and Princeton. Snouffer 
again headed the Yale attack which 
smothered Dartmouth 19 to 9. Yale’s 
offense gained a 9 to 4 margin at half- 
time and outlasted Dartmouth in the 
second half by outscoring them 10 to 
5. Snouffer, in leading the Yale at- 
tack, dropped two field goals and a 
brace of free tosses while Markland, 
Weikert, and Fulkerson scored all of 
Dartmouth’s tallies. 

Cornell pulled the big upset of the 
evening by punching out a 14 to 5 
win over Harvard. With Hayes lead- 
ing the first half offensive and Elliot 
taking up the scoring burden in the 
Second period, the Cornell team won 
rather easily. The score at half-time 
was 8 to 4, Princeton contributed an- 
other surprise by knocking off Colum- 
bia in a low scoring clash 10 to 6. 
Princeton, with well-divided scoring, 
led 3 to 2 when the rest period came. 
Columbia’s points were also split up.

GRAOUATES ON THE 
SKIN OF HIS TEETH: 
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“Uandenberg Nominated By 
Pupils At Mock Convention

Amid the acclamations of 800 high school and college students, 
Arthur J. Vandenberg of Michigan, was nominated as the Repub- 
lican candidate for the presidency of the United States of America 


at the mock G. O. P. convention 
Kalamazoo, Michigan, on March 21. 

The delegation from North Side 
consisted of ten students, seven of 
which represented the state of Ne- 
braska, and three the state of Wyom- 
ing. 

-Two members of the faculty of 
North Side, Mr. Merton Kimes and 
Mr. Dave Hartley, chaperoned the 
North Side delegation. 

Forgetting the fact that Michigan 
has fast time, we left Fort Wayne 
at 7 o'clock, planning to cover the dis- 
tance of 104 miles by 9:30, the time at 
which, according to the instructions 
we had received, the convention was to 
get under way. Well, to make a long 
story short, we arrived at the conven- 
tion hall an hour late, and were forced 
to tip-toe into our seats to prevent any 
interruption of the proceedings. 

When we entered, Glen S. Allen, the 
president of the senior class of Kala- 
mazoo College, who had been appointed 
chairman of the National Committee, 
was presenting the keynote speech, in 
which he stated the problems with 
which the convention had to deal.’ He 
said that the slogan of the Republican 
party this year should not be “Pre- 
serve the Constitution,” but “Forward 
with the Constitution.” 

Mr. Allen then introduced the per- 
manent chairman of the convention. 
Mr. Frank B. Bachelor, business man- 
ager of the college, who had charge 
of the proceedings in the course of 
the day. 

Homer Smathers, the chairman of 
the committee on rules and order of 
business, with whom the delegates 
from North Side became fairly well 
acquainted, next gave the report of 
his committee. 

Gives Republican Platform 

Stephen Holbrook Beech, another 
member of the student body, gave the 
Republican platform for the 1936 elec- 
tion, which includes such planks as a 
proposal that the United States should 
enter the World Court, preserve Am- 
erican neutrality, pass a child labor 
amendment to the Constitution, and 
establish a high protective tariff. 

This last plank brought a protest 
from the minority, which advocated a 
low reciprocal tariff. 

It was decided to postpone debate 
on the question until the afternoon 
session, and the first session adjourned 
at 11:55. 

Tour Campus 


After a short tour of the twenty-five 
acre campus, we proceeded to the 
girls’ dormitory, where we ate lunch, 
and afterwards walked downtown in 
order to procure some souvenirs of 
the trip. We returned to the conven- 
tion hall, arriving just as the second 
session started at 1:35. 

After a prayer by the chaplain, de- 
bate on the tariff question was con- 
tinued. High school debaters were 
asked to come to the platform and give 
their views on the tariff question. (If 
only some of our North Side debaters 
had been there.) In the opinion of this 
writer the best of these speeches were 
given by Morris Steer of Chicago, 
whose flaming red hair was a fitting 
accompaniment to his flaring oratory, 
and Jack Armstrong (not the All- 
American Boy) of Detroit. 

A vote was taken on the tariff ques- 
tion; and while the votes were being 
counted, Mr. Raymond Fox, Assistant 
Attorney-General for the state of 
Michigan, spoke, complimenting the 
high school students for the interest 
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held at Kalamazoo College in 


in the convention. The results of the 
voting were then announced. The low 
tariff plank was adopted by a vote of 
425 to 256. 

The campaign speeches of the vari- 
ous candidates were made by students 
of the college. Frank Knox of Illinois, 
Herbert Hoover of California, Arthur 
Vandenberg of Michigan, Theodore 
Roosevelt, Jr. of New York, and Sena- 
tor Dickinson of Idaho, were the can- 
didates whose names were placed be- 
fore the Convention in the afternoon 
session which convened at 3:35. 

Inspect Town 

As nothing of any consequence was 
to happen until the banquet at 6 
c’clock, we took in the sights of the 
town, and then returned to Treadway 
gymnasium, where the convention was 
being held, where we boarded the last 
of the busses which had been hired to 
transport the delegates to the banquet 
hall. When we arrived, all the seats 
had been taken, and as a result, we 
had to sit at the speakers’ table. (You 
can imagine how we hated this.) After 
the meal, the delegates held a song- 
fest, after which the acting president 
of the college, Mr. Charles T. Goodsell, 
gave a short talk, inviting all of the 
delegates to return to the college after 
their graduation. (Which would be a 
pleasure, indeed.) 

The last session convened at 7:40, 
when “Alf” Landon of Kansas, Ger- 
ald P. Nye of North Dakota, and Wil- 
liam Borah of Idaho, were put up as 
candidates. Oh, yes, the name of the 
Honorable Joe E. Brown of Holly- 
wood was also placed on the list of 
candidates by Puerto Rico. 

Five ballots were taken before any 
candidate received a plurality. By the 
fifth ballot, Landon and Vanderberg 
were the only competitors, and finally 
Vanderberg was nominated as the 
Republican Presidential candidate by 
a vote of 405 to 375. 

Make Nominations 

Nominations for Vice-President 
were made. Borah, “Pat” Hurley, 
Roosevelt, and Alice Nicholas Long- 
worth were put up as candidates. Miss 
Mary Palmer, secretary of the Na- 
tional Committee, nominated Mrs. 
Longworth. She said that the fact 
that she was the last speaker proposed 
that “even in politics, woman has the 
last word.” (Oh, yeah.) Borah was 
finally selected as the candidate for 
the Vice-President. 

Mr. Allen then appointed a commit- 
tee of college students to inform Mr. 
Vandenberg and Mr. Borah of their 
nominations. The convention adjourn- 
ed at 11:10. 

Even though we would gain an hour, 
by reason of the change in time, we 
decided that it would be best to go 
home as soon as possible. We arrived 
in Fort Wayne at 1:30, and in the wee 
small hours of the morning, crept 
wearily into bed. 

The end of a perfect day!

Louis Untermeyer has written many 
pages of criticism in his new volumes 
“Modern British Poetry” and “Modern 
American Poetry.” However he has 
been challenged in his statement that 
Stephen Phillips failed as a dramatist 
in verse because he was essentially a 
lyrie poet, not a dramatic one. Phil- 
lip’s blank verse, except in rare in- 
stances, has always seemed far su- 
perior to his lighter rhymed utter- 
ances. 

Perhaps Mr. Untermeyer is a little 
too hard on Alfred Noyes. He says he 
has “degenerated into sentimentalities 
and cheap tirades,” and has attempted 
“programs and profundities far be- 
yond his power.” Dozens of balladists 
and lyrie poets have faded away whose 
early promise was as great as that 
of Noyes. They are not even remem- 
bered. 

Untermeyer has almost unqualified 
praise for Masefield—which will sur- 
prise no one. Some of the young Brit- 
ish poets like Lehmann, Auden, and 
Spencer do not measure up to our 
more youthful singers, like MacLeish, 
Auslander, and Nathalia Crane. 

The American Anthology is more 
interesting than the other, for Miss 
Millay and Elinor Wylic, would give 
vigor to any volume. 

It is interesting to see how a man 
like Vachel Lindsay had to fight his 
way to popularity; how it was not 
until he tried to create what he called 
a “Higher Vaudiville” that he sueceed- 
ed in winning public approval.

Of course, these scholarships do not pay all of the students’ 


college expenses, but a student win- 
ning one of the awards will usually be 
able to use the money to pay at least 
for his tuition. 


The scholarships which are offered | 


average about $400. However, a large 
number of them are so arranged, 
that as long as the recipient main- 
tains a B average, the scholarship will 
automatically be renewed without re- 
application as long as the student at- 
tends the college. 


Although most colleges in the Uni- 
ted States offer scholarships, many 
funds or trusts have been established 
by wealthy men for the very best stu- 
dents. The most important of these is 
the Griffin scholarship, established by 
William R. Griffin of Fort Wayne in 
memory of his son, who was killed in 
an automobile accident. The value of 
this scholarship is approximately $4,- 
000, spread out over a four-year pe- 
riod. Candidates are selected on a 
basis of scholarship, personality, char- 
acter, and general aptitude for study. 

The Grain Dealers’ National Mutual 
Fire Insurance Company of Indianap- 





olis, offers a scholarship of $500 to any 
male student in Indiana who is inter- 
ested in.a business course. This schol- 
arship is given on the basis of a com- 
petitive examination, to be held at 
Indianapolis. The reciepient of this 
scholarship may attend any college or 
university in the state of Indiana. 

Kalamazoo College of Kalamazoo, 
Michigan, offers a scholarship of $100 
per year for students who room and 
board with the college. Students who 
graduate from high school in the up- 
per tenth of their class, with good 
character may apply for scholarships, 
The award will be based on a competi- 
tive examination. 

Through the generosity of Mr. Ed- 
ward Rector, a scholarship foundation 
bearing his name was established at 
DePauw University. Rector scholar- 
ships are awarded entirely on the basis 
of merit to young men of good char- 
acter who have excelled in scholarship 
while in high school. This scholarship, 
amounting to approximately $250, is 
renewed for four consecutive years, 
provided the student’s college record 
justifies the continuation. 

A $500 scholarship is being offered 
by the Lake Forest College, Lake For- 
est, Illinois. The scholarship is open 
to men only. A candidate must be of 
good character, have held a position of 
leadership in some branch of student 
activity, and must have the recommen- 
dation of his high school principal and 
three other responsible persons. 

Johns Hopkins University in Balti- 
more, Maryland, offers ten scholar- 
ships in the College of Arts and Sci- 
ences. The value of each scholarship is 
$450 per year, and it is automatically 
renewed for four years as long as the 
student continues receiving honor 
grades, thus making it possible for the 
student to receive an $1800 scholar- 
ship. Applicants do not take a com- 
petitive examination. Scholarships are 
based on scholastic ability, leadership, 
and character. Applications must be 
placed in the hands of the Registrar 
of Johns Hopkins University before 
June 1. 

Thirty scholarships are being of- 
fered by the University of Rochester, 
Rochester, New York. Twenty of these 
awards are for the College of Men, five 
in the College for Women, and five in 
the Eastman School of Music. The 
amount of the scholarships depend on 
the financial need of the applicants. 
The maximum amount is $500 and the 
minimum is $100. There are no ex- 





aminations, but instead, the scholar- 
ships are awarded on the basis of 
scholarship and leadership and on a 
general aptitude test which all appli- 
cants are required to take. 

Kemper Military School of Brown- 
ville, Missouri is offering four schol- 
arships of $400 each to boys who are 
graduating from high school in 1936. 
Intelligence, leadership, initiative, per- 
sonality, and general interests are the 
chief qualifications upon which the 
winners will be judged. 

Brown University, which is situated 
in Providence, Rhode Island, offers five 
full tuition scholarships of $400 each.

These scholarships were endowed by 
John Hay and are designated as the 
John Hay Memorial Scholarships. The 
university itself awards fifty or more 
scholarships to students who have 
shown positive evidence of superior 
scholastie ability, industry, and ambi- 
tion, and who are in need of financial 
aid. 

Northwestern University offers a 
number of scholarships which pay full 
tuition on a six weeks’ summer course 
to students actively engaged in speech, 
dramaties, or journalism. Applicants 
must have the recommendation of their 
high school principal. The awards are 
not based on competitive examina- 
tions, but on the general aptitude of 
the applicants. Any high school junior 
or senior may apply for one of the 
scholarships. 

Yale University offers six scholar- 
ships annually to boys who show intel- 
lectual ability and promise. These 
scholarships carry a stipend of $850 
in the freshman year and $600 for each 
of the three succeeding undergraduate 
years in Yale College, the Sheffield 
Scientific School, or the School of En- 
gineering. Specific examinations, in- 
cluding the Scholastic Aptitude Test 
of the College Examination Board, 
must be completed in June of the year 
in which the candidate expects to enter 
Yale. 

Additional information concerning 
these or any other scholarships may 
be obtained from Mr. Milton H. North-

intimate details of the assassination 
of the last of the Romanoffs, learned 
from the dying lips of the chief 
assassin, Peter Emekoff. 

Mr. Halliburton explained that while 
mathematics was his pet aversion, 
history was his favorite study. When, 
as a youth, he read of Hannibal’s trip 
over the St. Bernard Pass, he resolved 
that someday, somehow, he would dup- 
licate the feat of his hero. Having 
obtained from the Paris zoo three tons 
of elephant, the aforementioned Dal- 
ly, he started his ascent. All was well 
until they reached the 9,000-feet level, 
where Dally succumbed to the effects 
of the rarified atmosphere, and refused 
to advance a step further. By dint of 
a little persuasive baby-talk, a lan- 
guage which Dally could not resist, 
they finally reached the top of the 
mountain on which is situated the 
1,000- year-old St. Bernard monastary. 
Even the brave St. Bernard dogs were 
frightened by the three-ton monster 
which had invaded their mountain 
home. On the descent, a band of Ital- 
ian soldiers crossing the mountain 
from the opposite direction, encoun- 
tering the huge elephant, fled down 
the mountain shouting at the tops of 
their voices, “Help, help, the Ethio- 
pians.” The humor which Mr. Halli- 
burton attempted to inject into his 
lecture was so overdone that it de- 
tracted in some measure from the 
force of his remarks. 

Mr. Halliburton then transported 
his audience across the continent of 
Europe to Russia. He went to Russia 
endeavoring to learn the true facts 
concerning the assassination of the 
last members of the Romanoff dyn- 
asty. There have been many conflict- 
ing stories as to the death of the 
Romanoffs and the possible escape of 
one daughter, Anastasia. He decided 
to go to Moscow as the most logical 
place to begin his search for the true 
story of the affair. He told in a dram- 
atic fashion what he had discovered, 
and how.

He arrived at Moscow and was told 
that the person who perhaps knew 
most of the details of the assassination 
was one Comrade Smith alias Comrade 
Peter Emekoff. He finally discovered 
that Comrad Emekoff was at home in 
a weak and dying condition. Mr. 
Halliburton finally prevailed over 
Emekoft’s wife to tell him what she 
knew of the assassination. It came to 
light that Comrad Emekoff had been 
the chief assassin in charge of the 
whole affair. The sick man, in his 
delirium called Halliburton to his bed- 
side and gave a full confession of his 
part in the crime. The question of the 
missing Anastasia was settled when 
Emekoff related how he, himself, had 
riddled her body with bullets. Halli- 
burton related the lurid tale of the 
assassination as he had heard it from 
the lips of the dying man, injecting 
into his story all of the horrible de- 
sails of the death of the Romanoffs. 
When he began to tell how Emekoff 
aad stripped the bodies of the victims, 
and piled them up in a huge funeral 
pyre, to destroy all evidence of the 
zvime, several women in the audience 
rather weak and one or two 














fainted. 

It does not seem to this writer that 
Halliburton’s account entirely unravels 
the mystery, as there is no conclusive 
evidence to the veracity of Eme- 
koff confession. It must be remember- 
ed that the man Emekoff was in a very 
delirious state of mind when he re- 
lated his tale to Halliburton, and that 
the story might merely have been one 
formulated in the imaginative brain 
of a dying man. 

On the whole, Mr. Halliburton’s 
lecture was very interesting, although 
your scribe did not enjoy the talk to 
che same extent as he enjoys Mr. Hal- 
siburton’s excellent books.

Hoop Records For Season 


While our track squad is hanging up wins, breaking records, 
and generally destroying other coaches peace of mind, I am writing 
this tidbit to give a resume of our football and basketball season. 





North Side for the first time 
Corbin, Kentucky, their opponents in 
their opening football contest. The 
Corbin squad, one of Kentucky’s best 
teams, just managed to edge out the 
Redskins by a 13-6 count. Not one 
whit discouraged North Side came 
back a week later to wallop South 
High of Lima’s Tigers by a 25-0 count. 
Going on the road to meet Goshen a 
week later in a Redskin vs. Redskin 
battle the North Siders were repulsed 
7-0 in a kicking duel. 

After the game had been postponed 
until Monday because of downpours 
of rain, the Redskins trimmed the 
Auburn Red Devils, 19-7, in a thun- 
derstorm which made the engagement 
look more like-a swimming meet. Con- 
tinuing their powerful offensive the 
Indians triumphed over Central Cath- 
dlie’s Fighting Irish 28-6 for their 
first city series win. 

Playing Central’s mighty squad 
which had gained state-wide notice 
and had not been scored against, the 
Redskins put a crimp in the Tigers’ 
plans by tying them up 0-0. Traveling 
to Decatur to play the Yellow Jackets 
on Wednesday, the Redskins tasted de- 
feat for the third time, this time by a 
narrow 12-12 margin. 

Playing probably the best of the 
season, the Painted Warriors flashed 
a second-half rally, which made Notre 
Dame’s Irish look like ping pongers, 
and upset an ambitious South Side 
squad 26-7 for their first victory over 
a Green and White Archer eleven. 
After trailing 7-6 at halftime, the 
Warriors went on the gridiron war- 
path to score a touchdown in the third 
quarter and two more in the fourth to 
win, 

With a 30-7 win over Huntington, 
a team supposedly much stronger, the 
Redskins rang down the curtain on 
a great pigskin season, in which they 

outscored their opponents 155-50 fot 
an average score of 17-6. 

Soon after the conclusion of football 
a large number of prospective basket- 
ballers turned out in answer to Coach 
Nulf’s call. Among them were some 
pigskin heroes. 

A fine squad was gleaned from them 
and in the annual opening game with 
Masonic Home, North Side won easily 
by a 25-14 score. After losing their 
first city series game to Central 33- 
25, the Redskins gained momentum by 
upsetting Decatur 31-23, and travel- 
ing to Peru to whip the Circus City 
five 20-17. They followed up these 
two wins by administering a 33-15 
drubbing to New Haven. 

Drawing Berne in the second game 
of the four-team invitational tourney 
held at South Side’s gymnasium, the 
ambitious Redskins were trounced 
soundly by the Bears 36-17. Meeting 
South Side in the consolation game, 
the Warriors gained some revenge by 
staving off an Archer rally to win 
29 to 25. Playing the Archers again 
in their second city series engagement, 
the Redskins were victorious by a

Showing a complete reversal of 
form, the Painted Warriors’ painted 
their warpath a crimson red when 
they took the sealps of Marion’s five 
22-12 in their best-played game of the 
season and their biggest upset. Con- 
tinuing their victory march, the North 
Siders paraded over Central Catholic 
and Hartford City to the respective

Gentral’s torrid Bengals jumped 
back into the horizon and hitting on 
all kinds of shots, swamped the Red- 
skins, 31-14. 

This started a losing streak in which 
the Red Devils of Auburn managed 
to nose the Northern quintet 49-48 
after two overtimes had been played. 
free throws were used to decide the 
contest. The Green and White of 
South Side finally broke their jinx 
and salvaged one of their three games 
with North Side by winning 26-16. 
Another thriller, in which two free 
throws in the final thirty seconds of 
play gave the Eagles their victory, 
was won by Columbia City 35-34, 

Finally, tired of losing ball games, 
the Painted Warriors daubed on their 
bright war paint and went to battle. 
Kendallville was first to feel the point- 
ed arrows of the yelling Redskins and 
few arrows were wasted as the North- 
ern boys won at ease 38-16. Wanting 
more scalps to decorate their tepees 
che Indians left their big dome to 
head for the Tiger camp at Bluffton, 
where they clipped the Tigers’ claws 
28-22. The Vikings of Huntington 
sailed into the Redskin camp but were 
sent home minus some of their yellow 
hair after dropping a triple-overtime 
32-31. 

With the approach of the annual 
Sectional Tourney, the Redskins began 
to make big war medicine in earnest. 
Their war medicine worked well, as 
it choked Huntertown 41-20, and 
poisoned Lafayette Central 49-35, but 
it seems that Coach Mendenhall had 
given his Tigers files to sharpen their 
claws and the Bengals clawed the 
Indians 42-26. 

This contest ended the basketball 
season with the Red Indians from un- 
der the Big Dome outscoring their 
opponents 599 to 526 for an average 
seore of 29-25.

Man’s Fancy 


Turns To Thoughts Of Trees 


Spring is here! Even the trees rejoice and bloom, not that 
their flowers would be quite suitable for your date’s corsage, but 
they are fascinating and beautiful. 

Most of the trees that bloom at this time of the year are wind- 


pollinated, which means that they do 
not depend on insects and other agents 
for the transfer of pollen from the 
staminate to the pistilate flowers. Be- 
cause they are wind-pollinated, the 
petals (if any) are the same green, or 
nearly the same, as that of the leaves. 

If you look closely—they’re at a 
rather inconvenient height unless you 
hold the high-jump record—you will 
see the buds swelling on almost all of 
the trees that lose their leaves in the 
fall. Many of them are small, but you 
can see them if you examine them 
closely. 

You all know the pussy willow, 
which is acclaimed the universal sign 
of spring. (Several faculty members 
might let you examine their precious 
specimens if you can’t find any oth- 
ers.) Pussy willows usually have 
fuzzy, silvery gray buds at each of 
the leaf-scars up and down the entire 
stem. 

The largest group of early spring 
flowering trees is the maple, of which 
two bloom very early. If you don’t 
believe it, try shaking a twig at pre- 
cisely the right time and then watch 
the cloud of pollen scatter. 

The silver maple is a beautiful tree 
growing from sixty to eighty feet in 
height and with a trunk of from two 
to four feet in diameter. Its flowers 
are yellow-green and grow next to the 
twig. The staminate have from three 





to seven stamens and the pistillate are 
quite hairy. The small twigs are red- 
gray, the young trunks gray and 
smooth, and the old trunks slightly 


furrowed.

GET IT AT. THE BOOSTER

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Dr. Enders Tells 
~ Use Of Blow Pipe 


Demonstration Is Given To 
Those In First Hour 
Science Classes 








An authentic blow-pipe of the kind 
used by the South American Indians 
in dispersing poison darts was dis- 
played to first pericd science students 
of North Side last Friday by Profes- 
sor Enders, dean of science of Purdue 
University. Dr. Enders, president of 
the junior science clubs of Indiana, 
each year makes a visit to each of the 
state organizations, one of which is 
the North Side Geography Council. 
Although Dr. Enders’ trip here was 
primarily to talk to council members, 
he gave his talk in the auditorium 
before several science classes. 

Dr. Enders obtained his blow-pipe 
along wtih a bundle of poison darts 
and some knowledge of the technique 
of using the weapon in a research trip 
to South America several years ago. 
The pipe he showed was about eight 
feet in length, somewhat longer than 
the average weapon used by the South 
American Indian. 

Poison darts can be launcher by a 
skillful blower to a distance of 180 
feet. To use the blow-pipe requires 
unusually good lung power; the blow- 
ing which begins when the dart has 
been placed in position must continue 
steadily till the dart flies out the other 
end. The darts used in the blow-guns 
are fashioned from the stems of palm 
leaves to match thickness, polished on 
sharp fish teeth, and covered on one 
end with a soft fluffy material. The 
sharpened end is dipped into urali 
poison, so potent that it kills warm- 
blooded animals within three minutes. 

Urali poison is made from plant 
juices mixed with a secretion from the 
warts of toads. The first effect of the 
poison upon an animal is to stimulate 
its organs. Soon after, it makes the 
capillaries contract so that blood can- 
not flow through. 

Animals killed by the poison darts 
are edible, Dr. Enders said, because 
the poison is destroyed in the digestive 
tract.

“IT think the greater part of 


F. Jueschke 
Fort Wayne must have hauled 


their copies of my books down from their dusty bookshelves to be 
autographed by me. I have never seen such a stupendous, eager 


crowd of autograph fans. The 


was the howling band of head hunters 
of Borneo that I had the misfortune 
to encounter,” Mr. Richard Hallibur- 
ton, world famous traveller, lecturer, 
and author, said in an interview at the 
Anthony Hotel after his lecture at 
North Side, Monday, April 27. 

“I wish some ingenious person 
would invent an automatic autograph- 
ing machine to satisfy the fans,” Mr. 
Halliburton said. “The fans are out 
for my autograph, and no substitute 
will do. I suppose that autograph fans 
are one of the things that fame 
brings.” 

When one understands Mr. Halli- 
burton’s love to exaggerate and to tell 
a good story, holding one’s interest to 
the very end, it is easy to understand 
why he has such a following; however, 
an unusually large crowd of autograph 
seekers successfully obtained Mr. Hal- 
liburton’s signature. 

Toward the end of the evening, Mr. 
Halliburton decided to “call it a day,” 
and answer no more questions and 
sign no more books. This was the mo- 
ment that your reporter had been 
waiting for. Mr. Halliburton had 
promised to submit to being inter- 
viewed earlier in the day. After Mr. 
Halliburton had filled his pipe, he be- 
gan to answer our questions. 

“T enjoy addressing a small audi- 
ence,” he said, “because of the ease of 
holding its attention. With an audience 
as large as that at North Side, it is 
very difficult to retain listeners’ inter- 
est; and to overcome this, I told them 


only thing that surpassed this 





audience and myself.” 

When asked of his accomplishment 
of swimming the Panama Canal in 
seven days, Mr. Halliburton replied, 
“T doubt if I could swim even the Wa- 
bash in my present physical condi- 
tion.” When Mr. Halliburton swam the 
canal, it was the first time in the his- 
tory of the Panama Canal that the 
locks had been opened to lift and lower 
a single individual. He was charged 
on a tonnage basis and paid 35 cents 
toll. 

Mr. Halliburton is now working on 
a book about Rupert Brooke, an 
English poet and naval officer. Mr. 
Halliburton recently visited his lonely 
grave. When this book is completed, 
he plans to write a book about Amer- 
ica, which promises to be quite inter- 
esting. He attempts to provide the 
reader with a new thrill or surprise in 
each chapter he writes. 

Finally the conversation led around 
to the Russian who had committed 
the worst crime of the century by tak- 
ing part in the assassination of the 
entire Romanoff family, the ruling 
family of Russia. Mr. Halliburton 
said that ten days after he had ob- 
tained the confession from Peter Eme- 
koff, when he was forced to leave Rus- 
sia because of political relations, Eme- 
koff was delirious, as when the con- 
fession was obtained. Mr. Halliburton 
believes that he died a short time 
later. This tragedy is related in 
“Seven League Boots.” 





the most gruesome and the most 
bloody, horrible tale that I have ever 
encountered. And I seem to have done 
remarkably well, too, for some fair 
damsel became so terrified with the 
mention of blood that she seemed to 
have passed into unconsciousness. I 
was shocked, and when I had perceived 
that the audience had regained its 
composure, I hastily finished my 
speech.” 

Mr. Halliburton has been on an ex- 
tensive lecture tour of approximately 
200 engagements; and has been suffer- 
ing from an acute attack of laryngitis. 
Because of this affliction he was forced 
to cancel a week’s lectures, but as a 
special favor, he came to Fort Wayne. 
Mr. Halliburton arrived in the city 
| from New York, Monday and left fora 
lecture at the Ball State Teachers’ 
College in Muncie, Tuesday. 

He plans to spend the coming sum- 
mer in Tahiti. This choice is due 
largely to his state of health. 

He seemed shocked when he was 
asked whether he was married. He 
replied merrily, “Do you think I'd 
pick a wife as a companion for a trip 
into the jungles or over deserts where 
lack of water might mean death? Or 
do you think she would ever allow me 
to wander over the world? I receive 
innumerable offers of marriage from 
my fans, to which my secretary sends 
‘form 116A,’ and I go my adventurous 
way. My great ambition in life is to 
keep myself free enough from pos- 
sessions and responsibilities so as to 
be able to obey the moment’s impulse.” 

Mr. Halliburton’s favorite authors 
are Homer and numerous other histor- 
ical classic authors. While Mr. Halli- 
burton enjoys reading modern works, 
he said that he has difficulty in getting 
to bed when he becomes engrossed in 
the scope of the world of 2000 B.C. His 
enjoyment is profound when reading 
works that would seem dull to those 
who are not extremely interested in 
ancient history. He spends little time 
reading fiction, perhaps for the reason 
that all of his books are of true experi- 
ences. When asked if he kept notes of 
his experiences for future publication 
in book form, Mr. Halliburton replied, 
“The person with average mental fa- 
cilities is able to relate the exciting 
and interesting experiences of his 
travels.” 

Mr. Halliburton’s hobbies are swim- 
ming, golf, and reading classical lit- 
erature and history. He has little 
time, however, for playing golf, be- 
cause of his constant travelling. 

Of his movie career, Mr. Hallibur- 
ton said, “I played the leading role 
in one moving picture, ‘India Speaks,’ 
but this was rather painful both to the

interview was brought to a close and 
the traveller bade the writer “Good- 
bye, good luck, and I hope we may be 
shipmates—or howdah buddies some 
day.”

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Mathematics Department Head 
Tells Value Of Mathematics 


By Miss Venette Sites 


I was pleased when a member of the Northerner staff asked me 
to express my views on the values of the study of mathematics, 
because I think so many people wonder what is the use of study- 
ing algebra and geometry. They 


think that they will never use 
it in a practical way. I grant that 
most of our students will not use this 
knowledge practically. Some of them 
will. Perhaps more of them will use 
mathematics, than will they use any 
other subject which they study in high 
school, except English grammar. Most 
pupils do not use their French, their 
history, their science as a means of 
livelihood. The values received from 
these studies are for most people cul- 
tural, not utilitarian. 

I suppose you all know that the 
utilitarian values of mathematics are 
many, as it is the basis of engineering 
and scientific study, but I wish to 
bring to your attention other values. 

I am going to quote from some of 
the philosophers of the past. Plato 
said, “The knowledge at which geom- 
etry aims is knowledge of the eternal.” 





Goethe called mathematics “An organ 
ot the inner higher sense.” Novalis 
called it “The life of the Gods.” Syl- 
vester spoke of it as “the music of rea- 
son. 

The same idea has been recently 
2xpressed even more clearly, in a strik- 
ing utterance by Mr. Bertrand Russell 
‘when he says, “Pure logic and pure 
mathematics aim at being true in all 
possible worlds and not merely in this 
higgledy-piggledy job-Idt of a world 
in which chahce has imprisoned us.” 

We are aiming in our teaching of 
mathematics to have our pupils see the 
beauty of “mathematical rigor” and 
trying to promote a love of truth. We 
believe that logic is the child of a good 
heart and a clear head. Mr. Keyser

Miss Schwehn, Mr. Ivy Hold 
Trials For Swimmers; 
List Different 
Forms 


Three Hundred Ten Red- 
skins Have Passed Tests 
In Nine Years 


North Side’s annual life saving tests 
will open next Monday, May 18. The 
tests, which are controlled by Miss 
Hilda Schwehn and Hyrle Ivy, are 
open to any boy or girl swimmers in 
North Side, and are destined to pro- 
mote the methods by which a swim- 
mer may rescue those in peril with 
the least possible risk to himself. 

These life saving tests have been 
very successful at North Side, with a 
total of 310 students having passed 
the tests during the nine years of the 
school’s history. Fifty-two alone pass- 
ed the examinations of life-saving 
during 1935. Very much of the credit 
of this remarkable recayd goes to Miss 
Schwehn and Mr. Ivy, who have work- 
ed untiringly in their efforts for bet- 
ter swimmers in North Side. 

Following are the four forms of 
tests, the first being necessary to pass 
the other three: 

Beginners: 

1. Jump into water over own depth; 
level off, swim 25 feet, make a sharp 
turn, return 25 feet. 

Swimmers: 

1. Tread water 30 seconds.

Requirements: Age 17 years or up. 

1. Essay on prone pressure method 
of resuscitation (200 to 500 words.) 

2. Tread water 30 seconds. 

3. Float motionless one minute. 

4. In deep water disrobe from shoes 
pants, or skirt and coat, then swim 100 
yards. 

5. One minute carry, subject fully 
dressed. 

6. Fireman’s or saddle-back carry, 
from shallow water. 

7. Front strangle hold four times; 
two different positions. 

8. Back strangle hold, four times; 
two different positions. 

9. Double grip on one wrist, four 
times, using alternate wrists. 

10. Two persons locked in front 
strangle; repeat, rescuing alternate 
subjects. 

11. Demonstration prone pressure 
method of resuscitation, 14% minutes. 

12. Surface dive recovering object 
3 times and 10 pound weight in 6 to 
10 feet of water. 

13. Front, back, and under water 
approaches, each with proper turn and 
carry. 

14. Head carry 60 feet preceded by 
60 foot swim, proper approach and 
turn. 

15. Cross-chest carry 60 feet pre- 
ceded by 60 foot swim, proper ap- 
preach and turn. 

16. Hair carry 60 feet preceded by 
60 foot swim, proper approach and 
turn. 

17. Tired swimmers carry, 60 feet 
preceded by 60 foot swim.

Eight Records Broken 

Feature of the meet was the smash- 
ing of eight sectional records, new 
records being set in the 880-yard run, 
high and low hurdles, high jump, half- 
mile relay, 440-yard dash, mile run, 
and the mile relay. 

The most thrilling race of the aft- 
ernoon was the 440-yard dash. “Mac” 
McMeen came through with a fine fin- 
ish to nose teammate Rog Poorman 
and Ben Mourning of Central, in the 
record-smashing time of .50.6, which 
is, incidentally as fast as recent Big 
Ten college clockings in that event. 
MeMeen also placed second in the 
100-yard dash.

in his book “Mathematical Philosophy” 
says, “The spiritual life of man is his 
passion and search for things eternal 
—his quest of abiding reality.” He 
points out that the methods used in 
mathematics should act as prototype 
and guide in this search. He defines 
the human mind as follows: “A nor- 
mal human mind is such that if it be- 
gins with such and such ideas and if 
it combine the mind such and such ways 
moving from step to step in such and 
such an order, it will find that it has 
passed from darkness to light—from 
doubt to conviction.” I should like to 
ask you where outside of mathematics 
ean analysis, generalization, imagina- 
tion, discrimination, judgment be de- 
veloped in so clear a manner? 

I do not insist that everyone major 
in mathematics. On the contrary some 
pupils are better off to take a year of 
general mathematics and quit. For 
those of fair mathematical endowment 
a year of algebra and a year of geom- 
etry preferably given in the junior 
and senior years is sufficient—if it is 
administered in the true mathematical 
spirit, with due regard to precision of 
ideas and to the exquisite beauty of 
perfect demonstration—to give a fair 
view of the ideal of standard and 
standard of sound thinking. For those 
who are gifted in mathematics we hope 
to develop their logical reasoning ,to 
give them an idealism and vision, com- 
bined with a great love of truth which 
will fit them to be leaders. Leaders, 
whose spirit will not be a self-serving 
spirit, whose vision will not be of great 
personal wealth or power, but who will 
actuate by the love of justice and fair 
play, and who will find joy and re- 
ward in promoting the well being of 
mankind. Leaders whose minds are 
trained to work by scientific means 
and who have the engineering knowl- 
edge necessary to further their ends. 
Leaders who believe “Ye shall know 
the truth and the truth will make you 
free.”

Into Honduras In 
June 


Howard Youse, ’33 North Side alum- 
nus, will be one of the DePauw Uni- 
versity botanical expedition into Hon- 
duras, Central America, this summer. 
Howard, junior at DePauw and ma- 
joring in botanical research, will have 
as his companions on this expedition, 
Dr. Truman G. Yuneker, head of the 
botany department, and Ray Dawson, 
from Tiffin, Ohio, a 1934 DePauw grad- 
uate, now a student in the botany de- 
partment of Yale University. 

The expedition is scheduled to leave 
the campus the last of June, and sail 
from New Orleans June 25 on one of 
the United Fruit Company ships bound 
for Puerto Cortez. Howard expects to 
spend a week in Fort Wayne with his 
relatives before leaving for Central 
America. 

The purpose of this party is to col- 
leet and prepare herbarium specimens 
which are found in certain parts of 
Central America. Since little botaniz- 
ing has been done in this region, it is 
hoped that many species of plants new 
to science will be found. 

The territory to be visited sur- 
rounds Lake Yojoa and will include 
the mountain region south of this lake. 
Headquarters will be established at 
Siguatyroque, from which plant col- 
lecting trips will be made by train. 
Because snakes are abundant in this 
territory, a large amount of anti- 
vermon serum will be carried by the 
party. 

Howard was valedictorian of North 
Side’s class of 1933, class officer, presi- 
dent of National Honor Society, secre- 
tary of Student Council, and was 
awarded a Rector scholarship for De- 
Pauw University.

Redskins Whip 
Tigers To Win 
Great Triumph 


Several New City Records 
Set In Various 
Events Despite 
Brisk Wind 


Roy Ivey Is North Side’s 
High Point Man 
Of Meet 


Coming from behind in the closing 
minutes of a hotly contested fracas, 
the North Side Redskins, in a thrill- 
ing finish, nosed the Central Tigers 
by three points to win their seventh 
consecutive victory in the annual city 
track and field meet held at our home 
oval last Saturday afternoon. The 
Braves amassed 58% points to the 
Bengals’ 554%. South Side, the other 
contestant, scored 21. 

Feature of the meet was the set- 
ting of five new city records in var- 
ious events. Records were set in the 
pole vault, 440-yard run, mile relay, 
and both hurdle events. Central set 
three of the five records, the Red- 
skins changing the books in the pole 
vault and mile relay. 

The weather was warm and the 
track firm, the only inclemency being 
a brisk cross wind whose chief effect 
was noticed in the high jump. A large 
crowd of fans was on hand to witness 
the encounter, which was refereed and 
started by Merle J. Abbett. 

The meet got off to a fast begin- 
ning with Jaehn Charlton, ace col- 
ored dashman from Central, nosing 
out MeMeen in the century dash with 
a time of :10.2. Charlton also re- 
peated in the 220, with McMeen and 
Lee of the ruddy jersies pressing him 
to the tape. 

An expected record was set in the 
high hurdles when Brown and Garvin 
of Central finished in the first two 
places. Morris took third in the 
event, which, like the low hurdles, ne- 
cessitated a double running due to un- 
forseen difficulties. 

An interesting race marked the set- 
ting of a new 440-record. Mourning 
of Central bested Rog Poorman with 
the fast time of :50.2 seconds. Stan- 
ski surprised everyone in the 880, The 
Redskin ace milers, Ehrman and 
Thomas, put on their usual show to 
finish far ahead of the flock in the 
above order, in the final running 
event. Ivey was the high-point scorer 
of the Redskins. He made fourteen 
markers, a second in the high jump, 
the half-mile relay, and a first in the 
broad jump. 

With two events to go, the low 
hurdles and the pole vault, Central 
was out in front with a two-point 
lead. The Redskins needed at least a 
second in the hurdles to put the meet 
away. Fahling and Morris came 
through in fine style to snare a second 
and a third; and with a first and third 
in the pole vault, the Reds were as- 
sured of the much coveted victory. The 
mile relay team, composed of Van 
Wormer, Christlieb, Young, and Lee, 
set a new city record by winning the 
stick passing event. 

Mention should also be made of the 
fine performance of Don Shilts in his 
Specialty of the vault. Don cleared 
the bar at 11 feet 6 inches, thus 
breaking his old record set in the city 
meet last year. The remainder of the 
times and records were also good as 
a whole, and with the absence of the 
brisk wind, several new records doubt- 
lessly would have been set. 

This meet closed all inter-scholastic 
athletic competition until next fall.

By Those Who Are Prac- 
ticing For Tests 








Twenty-eight pupils have passed 
Red Cross life saving examinations, 
twenty-three in the Senior and five in 
the Junior division, Mr. Hyrle Ivy and 
Miss Hilda Schwehn, instructors, have 
announced. 

Annually, the swimming instructors 
of North Side coach for a period of 
weeks those who wish to pass their 
Junior Red Cross and Senior Red 
Cross life saving examinations and 
give them their required examinations 
as a test. 


The requirements for the Junior Red |’ 


Cross examinations are: To swim one 
hundred yards, break the wrist locks, 
the front strangle hold and the back 
strangle hold, do a surface dive and 
retrieve anything from a depth of ten 
feet, take off the clothing while in the 
water, demonstrate an under-water 
approach, artificial respiration, and 
know how to bring someone into a 
boat without shipping water. 

The senior examinations include the 
above and the following: Floating on 
the back for a period of two minutes, 
demonstrating how to break the above 
holds, writing a theme on the method 
of resusitation. To take senior tests 
one must also be eighteen years of 
age. To take the junior life saving 
requirements one must only be twelve 
years of age.

Coming up in the last two events, 
the junior class won the annual inter- 
class track meet with 50% points last 
Thursday afternoon, The battle was 
expected to be contested between the 
freshmen and seniors, but they scored 
only 40% and 32 points, respectively.
